French. Have - Captured Over

“LONDON, Sept. 14. — French 
troops began a new attack. this 


} morning on both sides of the Ailette 


River and between the Aisne and the 
esle. They advanced for a dis- 


‘en an eleven-mile front. 


The assault began at 5 o'clock. 
One division at an early hour had 
taken 1,000 prisoners, making a total 
of 1,800 Germans captured on that 
front alone. 

In the attack south of the Aisne 
satisfactory progres was made and 
Prisoners were captured, but ‘details 
“gre lacking.” Ee 

The French advance threatens to 
turu the flank of the.German defens- 
five positions on the Chemin des 
Dames, and it also endangers the 
foe’s possession of Laon. 

South ‘of the Ailette the French 
captured Mont des Sinves and the 
villages. of Allemant and Sanoy. 
They also reached the edge of -he 
town of Vailly on the Aisne. 

The attack of the French. forces in 
the direction of the Forest of Coucy, 
at the southern end of the St. Gobain 
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massif, was making satisfactory 
progress this morning. 
-. The German counterattacks 
against the Frenchmen advancing 
on the Ailette front appear to have 
been weak, although the front line 
Was. strongly held. The German 
prisoners say they had orders to hold 
at.all costs. 

It is pointed out that any advance 
gmade by the French to the north of 
Ailette River will seriously affect 

St. Gobain massif. 


PARIS, Sept. 15.—The official 
uniqué of the War Office to- 
might announces that 2,500. prisoners 
were taken in today’s operations on 
the Ailette-Aisne front.

-A few days ago we were somewhat 


interested in'the outcome of the world’s 
baweball series in’ America.

The French themselves 
have all the enthusiastic assurance of 
the Americans, without the tinge of 


. parental anxiety. The feeling here is 


such that it is» inconceivable to the 
French people that the Americans are 
capable of failing. or doing anything not 
‘completely splendid. 

It is my good fortune to live with a 
French family. The household includes 
@ grandfather, who fought in 1870; two 


‘sons in this war, both decorated for 


pravery, and one of them dead or 
missing for two years; another boy 
about to be called; their mother, sister, 
arid a kinsman who lost a son im a re- 
cént battle, and whose wife was killed 
at Moscow. So in that family I can see 
every day focused and exemplified all 
the hope, grief, and anxiety of the 
French nation.

This morning I greatly regretted 
the household habit of everybody having 
breakfast in his or her room.

AMERICAN ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Sept. 14, (Reuter.)—General 
Pershing, General Pétain, and Secre- 
tary Baker made their entry into St. 
Mihiel yesterday afternoon over a 
war-wrecked bridge; only a few 
rickety planks of which were left. 
They came over ‘virtually the only 
means of entry left, for it was impos- 
sible as a rule to enter the town from 
the west, except on floats, for not 
only had the stone: bridge over the 
Meuse been blown up years ago, but 
the three makeshift bridges there ‘had 
beer smashed by shell fire. 

Of the three roads to the-town indie 
the east, the one through Apremont 
had to-be avoided, as it. was. still in 
the enemy’s hands yesterday morning. 
The second was blocked by wire and 
gaping trenches, and on the: third the 
grass had grown. with three years of 
neglect, and in‘’a dozen places-it in- 
tersected trenches. The correspon- 


had to wait at these points until the 
last spadeful of earth had been thrown 
into the trench before the road could 
be driven over safely. 

The capture of St. Mihifel after its 
fopr years of martyrdom is regarded 
as one of the most striking incidents 
of its kind in the records of the war. 
The Germans left the town at 8 P. M. 
on Thursday. They had made life a 
nightmare for the inhabitants who had 
been unable to escape when the ene- 
my occupied the city. All the boys | 
from 10 to 16 years old had been de- 
ported and the old people forced to 
work for the conquerors. The grati- 
tude of the remaining inhabitants to 
the Americans was boundless. They 
were at last free to speak without 
fear of vengeance from the tyrants 
who had ruled over them. 

In passing through other villages on 
the way to St. Mihiel the traveling 
party could see that the people had 
lost their ordinary wartime look of 
weariness. and the drive into this 
queer, wrecked paradise of gladness 
was a notable experience. A French 
military band had come in over the 
first bridge to honor the distinguished 
visitors and was playing in the square, 
about which all the remaining inhab- 
itants had “assembled.

COT TON STATES’ PROTEST. 


Congress delegation to to Advise Pres- 
ident: Against Fixing Price. 


‘ASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Sénators and 
Representatives from the cotton growing 
States at conferences today hamed a 
joint committee to protest to President 
Wilson against, the fixing of prices for 
raw cotton. effort will be made to 
arrange for # conference at the. White 
Howse Monday. 

The meetings of the members of Con- 
gress resulted from the formal ang | 
nouncement yesterday by the President | 
that basic prices for the various grades 
of cotton would be fixed if found necéa- 
sary after the committee to be named 
by the War Industries Board had com- 
pleted its investigation into the cotton 
situation. ; 

Cotton broke sharply on the change 
today as & result of thé*President’s an- 
nouncement, but later there was @ con- 
sidérable recovery. On the New Orleans 
market the price fell about $11.50 a bale, 
or about $1.50 more than the advance 
early this month after the Departmént 
of Agriculture’s forecast had shown a 
decréasée of about 4,000,000 bales in the 
yield for the season. 

Sénators participating in the confer- 
ences today sald there was no atithority 
for the President or any other Govern- 
ment agency to fix prices and that this 
authority could come only from Con- 
gress. They added that Congress had 
no intention of enacting such legislation.

AIRCRAFT CELEBRATION.. 


5,000 Men and Women Workers 
Join in Patriotic Demonstration. 


More than 5,000 men and women, em- 
ployes of the Wright-Martin Aircraft 
Corporation at their Long Island City 
plant, joined yesterday in a patriotic 
demonstration under the direction of the 
Bureau of Aircraft Production, New 
York District.

United States District Judge D. C. 
Westonhaver, in fixing the bail at $10,- 
000, made it clear that any violation 
of the conditions imposed would mean 
immediate forfeiture of the bonds and 
the liberty of the defendant. 

Attorney Seymour Stedman’s motion 
for a new trial was overruled and the 
Judge sentenced Debs to ten years’ im- 
prisonment on each of the three counts 
of his conviction.

Professor Thomas G. Masaryk, Pres- 
ident of the Czechoslovak National 
Council, said at the Hotel Vanderbilt 
‘esterday afternoon that he had re- 
ceived’ a cable message in which it was 
stated that the Japanese Government 
had recognized the Czechoslovaks as a 


nation. Professor Masaryk is sure that 
the information is authentic, and he at- 
taches the highest importance to it. 

But as important as the news from 
Japan was, Professor Masaryk believes 
that the most important practical need 
ef his people now is the hurrying to 
the support of the Czechoslovak Army 
fighting in Western Siberia two di- 
visions of 20, men each. If that is 
not done quickly, he believes that the 
Germans will have sent a force of 100,- 
000 to 150,000 men into Western Siberia 
to join the Bolshevist Army, and that 
will be a sufficient force to inflict seri- 
ous réverses on the Czechoslovaks. 

Professor Masaryk believes that the 
most practical solution of the problem 
is for Japan to send the two divisions. 
She can get the troops to where they are 
needed quicker than any other allied 
power, and speed is what is needed. 
Professor Masaryk said that he had re- 
ceived assurances that Japan was will- 
ing to send the 40,000 men into Western 
Siberia, and he was also quite sure that 
there would be no objection on the part 
of the other allies, including the United 
States.

1st. Army Staff.

‘WASHINGTON, Bept. 14. —General 
, March,:Chief of Staff, announced today 
, that the War Department was about to 
ask Congress for more than $7,000,000,- 
for the enlarged military program, 
which contemplates the presence of 

3,000,000 men in France by June 30, 1919. 

- ¥t was the first official intimation as 

-te the size of the estimates now in prep- 
aration and which will soon be for- 
warded to Congress through Secretary 
McAdoo for consideration by the proper 
committees. The new estimates will not 
only take care of the enlarged army to 
be: obtained through calling to the colors 
men between the ages of 18 and 45 
years, but also of the American Expedi- 
_ tionary Forces in tme field in France, 
Italy, Russia, and Siberia, as well as 
those in this country and its insular pos- 
sessions. 
& General March's statement regarding 
the appropriations to be asked was made 
in an official repudiation of intimations 
that the United States was not going 
through with the war. 

.** In connection with the military pro- 
gram,’’ said General March, ‘* there has 
appeared in the public press an intima- 
tion that there is some talk that America 
isn’t going through with this war. That, 
ef course, is preposterous in its falsity 
at a time when we have asked the Con- 
gress to give us an increase in the age 
limit which will carry every available 
man ‘over there’ and are upon the 
point of asking for over $7,000,000,000 
more for the military program this year. 
And, with everything moving at the 
highest speed, it is inconceivable that 
any such propaganda can be considered 
seriously by anybody. 

“ America is going through with it. 
@he increased program calls for in- 
ereased effort in France, increased port 
facilities, and so forth.”’ 


American Fighting Hot Stuff. 


General March paid tribute to the 

work done by the American forces un- 
@er General Pershing, and described as 
*Chot stuff’’ the fighting of the last 
two days, during which they had com- 
pletely eliminated the St. Mihiel salient. 
_*“All reports from the fighting sec- 
tions of France,’’ said General March, 
‘“tndicate the same high spirit, the 
lack of pessimism which has always 
characterized our troops in France—and 
every one gets into the swing of it the 
minute he gets there. The quickness 
and rapidity with which they handled 
the fight at St. Mihiel is attributed not 
enly to the fine staff work which 
brought it off, but also to the individual 
soldjer himself. It ig hot stuff. 
‘¢“* Last Saturday,’’ said General March 
in his regular weekly talk with the 
méwspaper men, “ the last time I spoke 
to- you, the position of the various 
armies along the front was pointed out. 
Since that time the British and French 
have continued tMeir advance on the 
forty-mile front between Havrincourt 
Wood and St. Gobien Highiand, until 
they are now nowhere more than five 
miles from the Hindenburg line. Prog- 
ress has become slower, owing to in- 
creasingly heavy artillery. fire by the 
enemy from his line of defense, gen- 
erally the old Hindenburg line, 

“In Flanders the Belgians have 
“taken over six miles of front which 
until recently were held by British 
troops, and have advanced their’ line 
somewhat near Dixmude, northeast of 
Ypres. The British on Thursday ana 
Friday improved their position along 
Le: Bassee Canal, six miles. north of 
Lens. 

“The American movement at St. Mi- 
hiel is, of course, freshest in your mind. 
The old St. Mihiel salient was the first 
one that was established along the 
Western Front in-September, 1914, and 
is the last one to go; the narrowest and 
most angular of all salients, projecting 
twelve miles into the French line, and 
having important military bearing, be- 
*gause it is across the railway of the 
Meuse Valley, cutting off Verdun from 
sCommercy and Toul, and leaving only 
one supply line, the one that goes out to 
the west toward Rheims. 

“This salient was cut off by the 
American army in less than two days, 
parts of Thursdaf and Friday, by quick, 
sharp blows on botm flanks. On the 
south flank our troops advanced along 
a ten-mile front between Xivray and 
Wey-en-Haye, up through the undulat- 
ing piain of the Woevre. On the west 
flank, on an eight-mile front, they ad- 
vanced across the Heights of the Meuse, 
a@ ridge which is six miles wide, and 
broken by deep, branching ravings. 

“ By the evening. of the first day the 
south flank had been driven in five 
miles, and the north flank three miles. 
By evening of the second day, (Friday,) 
the salient had been wiped out. General 
Pershing’s communiqués, which have 
been published in the newspapers, indi- 
cate over 13,000 prisoners. 

“The removal of the salient shortens 
the Hine twenty-two miles, restores rail 
communication between Verdun and St. ! 
Mihiel and Toul, and gives a very much , 
better base for future offensive opera- 
tions than existed before this drive be- 


gan. ‘It {s to be noted that the German ' 


‘ommuniqué says that they withdrew 
quietly from this sector in accordance 
with a carefully arranged plan, but this 
does not cover the 13,000 or more men 
- they. left; behind. They constitute the 
combatant strength of an entire German 
@ivision.’’

Landing Great Masses of Troops. 

General March emphasized his state- 
ment concerning the increased éffort 
cglled for by the enlarged program for 
the army by reading this extract from 
a cablégram indicating’ the way things 
are going over there in that respect: 

“This afternoon 35,000 men came 
ashore at one of our base ports, and 
11,000 more will be off by noon tomor- 
row, Fifteen, ships came in at 10 o'clock 
this morning, out of which twelve were 
unloaded and will be ready to return 
tomorrow before noon.’’ 

The system is so well. organized that 
those great masses of troops are han- 
dled and the ships returned in very 
short time. 

General March has reeeived from 
France a copy of an order issued by 
General ‘Naudlin, commanding the 21st 
French Army Corps, referring ‘to the 
42d, or Rainbow Division, in which the 
Fighting 69th of New York is a con- 
spicuous unit. Thfs division, General 
March said, had on-every occasion in 
which it had peen engaged in the fight- 
ing, dene good work. There have been 
other commendations of that division. 
This is the last one received:

2ist Army Corps, 1 desire to ex- 
press my keen satisfaction and my sin- 
cere thanks for. the services which. it 
has rendered under all conditfons.

20,000 Russians In Detroit Were to 
be Enrolled—Arrests Made. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 14.—Plans. for 
the enrollment in Detroit of 20,000 Rus- 
sians with, Bolshevist tendencies to 
harass the Government war program 
and start. a country-wide revolution 
have been revealed by confessions of 
three Russians, arrested with five oth- 
ers Friday night at a Russian board- 


ing house, according to Federal officers 
tonight. ‘An Austrian now in custody 
who came here ‘from Chicago was named 
in the confessions as leader of the plot, 
it was stated. 

The Russians, in the alleged confes- 
sions, were urged to persuade _ their 
countrymen not to-register for the draft; 
to hinder munition making, to withdraw 
their money from banks, and to sell 
their Liberty bonds. Receipts found in 
the possession of some of the men show 
a made to Bolshevist banks in 

ussia.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The recent 
creation’ of the Motor Transport Corps, 
with personnel and équipment,. with 
each American Army, comprising near- 
ly as many. officers and men as were 
engaged by both sides in the battle 
of Waterloo, will entail the execution of 
plans of: great size and. scope, the War 
Department announced today. 

For each American Army there wi'l 
be 154,747 officers and men, 40,803 
motor trucks, 24,240: motorcycles, 7,05 
passenger-carrying motor cars, and 
6,598 ambulances. By the time the 
United States has 4,000,000 men in 
France, nearly 500,000 of them will be 
engaged in motor transport work.  . 

The value of the truck in facilitating 
the movement of troops and supplics has 
been amply demonstrated, the announce- 
ment stated. Truck drivers have 
achieved glory in a number of critical 
engagements by carrying. reinforcements 
to hard-pressed points. The motor truck 
saved Verdun, the Department said, 
and thousands of them were used on ic 
one road left open after the destruction 
of railway Les.

There is a\ general indisposi- 
tion on the part of producers to com- 
mit themselves much in advance, and 
‘buyers in most instances are not ex- 
tremely urgent. Retail trade, how- 
‘ever, has been decidedly helped by 
the cooler weather prevalent. This 
‘applies. especially to articles for wom- 
‘en’s wear. And the larger number of 
women now in gainful occupations, 
,coupled ,with the fact of the higher 
wages they are receiving, makes this 
trade even more important than it 
has been.

Wholesalers of cotton 
fabrics have fixed maxi- 
mum _ prices to  0be 
~ Profits. charged for them, after 

f a conference with the 
Price-Fixing Committee of the War 

Industries Board. The purpose is to 

restrict the jobbers’ profits on these 
fabrics so that the consumers may not 
be. too much exploited. Jobbers are 
asked, in a recently issued circular, 
not to ask more than the maximum 
prices on the articles named. It is 
added that ‘‘ any jobber may sell these 
goods at as much less than. these 
prices as he may desire, or as com- 
detition may require, and it is ex- 
pected that in many cases they will 
be so sold. These prices are simply 
the. maximum, which should not. be 
‘exceeded under any circumstances.’’ 
- Laudable as is the action proposed, 
itis doubtful whether it will have 
‘much effect so far as corcerns what 
the consumer will be obliged to pay. 
The reason is that jobbers’ profits in 
this line have rarely been large. The 
margin on which they have usually 
operated has been a very reasonable 
one, and they have depended on a 
Jarge.. volume of sales to make their 
business pay. This is so much the 
case that, in many instances, it is 
doubtful if the consumer would pay 
leas if the johber were wholly elimi- 
nated. In fact, it is quite possible 
that the consumer would have to pay 
more, in places remote from the cen- 
tres of mill production, without the 
intervention of the jobber. The lat- 
ter has been more and more obliged in 

recent years to justify his right to 
exist at all by performing a real serv- 
foe at a reasonable price. 


Jobbers

What. may not 
be improperly de- 
scribed as a few 
extra nails for 
the coffin. of Ger- 

many’ s dead hopes for after-war 

trade. were recently shown in the 

British Scientific Products Exhibition 

held in London. The things displayed 
included chemicals, physical appli- 

ances, electrical apparatus, optical 
instruments, porcelain, photograph- 
ing materials, measuring instruments, 
and textile fabrics, which were for- 
merly sold in Great Britain bearing 
the ‘label ‘‘ made in Germany ’”’ but 
which are now of domestic manu- 
facture. Every one has been made 
familiar with the. progress made by 
the British in the manufacture of 
dyes and other coal tar derivatives. 
But is is not so generally known that, 
now and hereafter, the United King- 
dem will be independent of Germany 
for its supplies of tungsten, used in 
high-speed steel and glow lamps; for 
thorium, used in making incandéscent 
gas mantles in which the Germans 
shad no monopoly; for hard porcelains, 
used for electrical fittings and labora- 
‘tory work; and for aluminum alloys, 
now: better made in Great Britain 
than they ever were in Germany. 

Magnetos, also, for which the British 
were dependent on Germans, are now 

made at home in ample quantity. 
‘ More interesting is the case of optical 

giass,.a component of all kinds of in- 
struments for peaceful as well as war 
uses. A corps of chemists headed by 

Sir Herbert Jackson tackled this 

problem, determined the composition 

of the various kinds of glass and en- 
abled British manufacturers to turn 
out all the supplies needed. The pure 
potash required is obtained by a new 
electrolytic process. These are only 

a few instances of what has been done 
{nthe economic field to prevent Ger-

British have protected 
themselves on wool and are trying to 
make arrangements with their over- 
seas dominions and possessions for 
other raw materials. A committee ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Recon- 
struction has reported in favor of Gov- 
ernment rationing of supplies of raw 
materials to the domestic manufact- 
urers, where found necessary, for four 
purposes, viz.: 1, the production of 
food and raw materials; 2, the manu- 
facture of machinery; 3, the manu- 
facture of finished goods for export, 
and 4, the production of goods for 
home requirements of a passing .na- 
ture. A system of priorities is to be 
put in operation for these ends. It 
is recognized, however, that the re- 
quirements of the Allies for raw ma- 
terials will also have to be considered 
and that their co-operation will be 
necessary. So, after matters have 
been agreed upon with the colonies 
and possessions, this and other allied 
countries will be asked to come in and 
take common action.

It looks as though, 
Rapacity one of these days, 
Tempered by when the war is 
Imports. over and things set- 
tle down again to a 
peaceful footing, some of the textile 
manufacturers will be skating on 
rather thin ice when they start in 
their usual way to beg for more tariff 
favors. Their argument used to be 
that, if foreign fabrics could be kept 
out of this market, the increased pro- 
duction here and the resultant com- 
petition would mean cheaper prices 
to the domestic consumer. For several 
years they have had the ideal condi- 
tions they looked for, but the results 
have been far different than what 
they predicted. The closing down on 
imports and the consequent. monopo- 
lizing of the home market by the do- 
mestic manufacturers have enabled the 
latter to hoist prices as never before. 
In the case of woolen goods this has 
been done despite the fact that the 
price of the raw material was fixed 
long ago. No better evidence of what 
has occurred need be desired than is 
afforded in the _ sensational profits 
shown by the various textile com- 
panies. In some instances the entire 
cost of plants has been more than 
paid for by the abnormal profits of 
the last few years, but the owners 
will be found shortly again trying to 
get their noses in the tariff trough 
under the pretense that they. need 
this sustenance to keep them alive: 
That the old system was merely ra- 
pacity tempered by imports has been 
made strikingly manifest.

Although quota- 
tions of cotton 
dropped during the 
week below the 
record levels they 
had previously reached, they still 
seemed attractive enough to induce 
some holders in the growing districts 
to part with what they had on hand. 
It may be that opportune rains which 
fell in certain portions of the cotton 
belt gave promise of a larger crop 
than had been forecast. Then, too, 
there is danger that continued boost- 
ing of raw cotton prices. may force 
price-fixing, although the Chairman 
of the War Industries Board took 
pains to reassure certain Southern 
Senators and Representatives that 
this was not in contemplation. As 
against this, however, came the dec- 
laration of President Wilson on Fri- 
day showing that such. price-fixing 
may become necessary, and a commit- 
tee has been appointed to buy cotton 
temporarily for the use of the United 
States Government and the Allies at 
prices io be approved by him. The 
crop is several weeks ahead of last 
season, a fact that minimizes the dan- 
ger from frost. In the goods market 
interest seems to be centred on the 
kind of prices that will be fixed after 
Oct. 1 on yarns and fabrics. Mill 
men are urging higher prices on the 
ground that the existing ones wete 
fixed on the basis of 30-cent cotton, 
and they seem confident that their 
wishes will be acceded to. On the 
other hand it has never been con- 
tended that a large profit cannot be 
made at present prices even if cotton 
were on a 40-cent basis. The trouble 
seems to be that the mills have be- 
come accustomed to abnormal profits 
and want them to continue. Offer- 
ings of both woven and knit goods are 
being held up until it is seen what the 
official action is to be. *

statement from the Woolens Section of 
the War Industries Board the other 
day. What was announced was, not 
that there ‘was an absolute lack of 
wool for civilian uses, but that none of 
that in the Government possession or 
control would be allocated for such 
purposes for the present.. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, the mills—or the 
more important of them—still seem to 
have wool in quantity which is not be- 
ing used for military requirements.

= WOMENSTIL WS 
NICE MILLINERY 


Have Not Lost: Their Taste for 
It, Despite Their Entrance 
Into Industries. 


The steady gro in the number of 
women entering the industries oy the 
country as a result of the war does not 
meaff the end of artistic millinery any 
‘more than the increased interest in ath- 
letics on the part of women several 


years ago did at that time, according to 
Alfred L. Simon of Alfred L. Simon & 
Co. of this«city. The future ‘of the 
millinery trade, Mr. Simon said yester- 
day, does not depend on the kind of 
work women do, but on the application 
of the people in it in the solution of 
problems with which the trade is face to 
face. ) 

“*I believe there is a prosperous era 
in store for the members of the milli- 
nery trade,’’ he continued, ‘if they 
will only apply themselves to the solu- 
tion of practical problems that are in 
plain sight. These problems, however, 
must not be attacked with only selfish 
motives. Personal gain must be sub- 
ordinated to the great task iof helping 
to win the war. Therefore, it is the 
duty of all business men to conduct 
their affairs with a maximum amount 
of energy and care to the end that they 
may earn profits with which to aid the 
Government in meeting the financial 
demands made upon it without interfer- 
ing with the physical. tasks necessary 
to the defeat of the enemy. — 

“‘ Probably nothing has caused more 
worry in the millinery trade in recent 
years than the possibility of women 
wearing headgear closely resembling 
that of men because they are now em- 
ployed in many occupations that make 
necessary the plainer kinds of dress. I 
suggest that the question of working 
apparel be looked upon as a problem to 
solve, rather than a trouble that will 
bring loss— possibly disaster — to the 
millinery industries. 

“There are several reasons why I do 
not regard that question as seriously as 
I might under other circumstances. In 
the first place, the average woman has 
more money to spend than she ever had 
before, because the war has brought 
women into lucrative employments. Also, 


she is no more willing and anxious to, 


wear clothes that designate her calling 
after her work is finished than the 
average man is inclined to do. The 
mere fact that she is required to spend 
a certain number of hours a day in 
garments that can hardly be called be- 
coming to my mind furnishes the best 
kind of an argument that this is the 
very time when the tru beautiful in 
millinery and other feminine apparel 
will appeal to her more than ever. 


“* We have had the threat of unprofit- 
able millinery several times in the last 
twenty years or so. Just prior td 1900 
the trade suffered severely, and none 
more so than those who tried to ‘see 
how cheaply they could turn out goods 
rather than how well, whether from the 
viewpoint of beauty or utility. And how 
could they have expected to sell a 
bunch of flowers for more than 25 
cents when they were figuratively 
straining every nerve to retail a straw 
shape for that amount? But that kind 
of thing did not last, because there were 
plenty of women at that time who had 
both taste and price for something bet- 
ter, and, of course, they got it. 

*“* Between 1900 and 1910 women began 
to take more and more interest in out- 
door sports, and again there were 
prophecies of trouble ahead for trimmed 
hats and trimmings. People said that 
the death knell for dress hats was being 
sounded, yet trimmings of almost all 
kinds were in great vogue from 1900 
to 1914. Following this there was a 
noticeable decline in the use of trim- 
mings, probably through their having 
been -used too profusely. At the pres- 
ent time, however, there is every indi- 
cation of their. coming back. 

‘There are a great many persons in 
the millinery trade who will recall the 
splendid business in flowers, fancy 
feathers, and ostrich feathers in the 
period ‘ended with 1914, and they will 
recall that, instead of simple trimmings, 
those known as ‘fluffy rifffes* the 
gorgeous willow plumes and extrava- 
gant mounts of paradise feathers, were 
in great demand one after the other. 
They will further remember that all of 
them were ‘ good’ for lengthy periods. 
In view of this, as well as the extreme 
styles that have prevailed in women’s 
clothing in the last two years, no one 
has the right to predict what will or 
what will not happen in the way of a 
‘high’ mode in millinery. What re- 
mains is for the trade to aupply women 
with millinery of the kind they want at 
the time they want It. 

* Another problem that is faced by the 
trade concerns the value of stock that 
is not sold as promptly as expected. 
Merchandise that requires skill, time, 
and capital to produce should not be 
treated indifferently nor too freely dis- 
carded. The problem in this case is to 
find how the trade can realize intelli- 
gently on the goods it owns, and not 
to cast them aside because they havé 
not sold prior to a given date. By not 


doing so, material can be conserved, and, 
in conserving material, value also can 


be conserved. Nothing should be wast- 
ed; instead, the wholesaler and the re- 
tail merchant should study out how best 
to employ the stock they have. They 
should not ignore the trend of fashion 
by failing to have the very newest mer- 
chandise, nor should they miss favorable 
chances, through lack of vigilance, to 
sell the goods on hand. 

‘A third big question before the 
trade, the settling of which will mean 
prosperity, is the elimination of the 
long, dull seasons. It is only a few 
years ago that this proposition was 
taken up by the Trade Development 
Committee of the Eastern Millinery As- 
sociation. It was looked on by many 
at that time as something desirable, 
yet unobtainable. It was practicable 
then. Today it is even more so, and 
some concerns are already making 
money from their work in that direction. 

**It is a well-established fact that the 
average woman is buying more hats 
today than she ever did before. She is 
not buying them because they wear out, 
but because she wants variety. Then 


why isn’t she supplied with it? What is 
the use of selling her a hat in January 


that ought not really to be worn before 
April? Why not, instead of doing this, 
make it possible for her to obtain a 
really seasonable hat, one that could be 
worn at once instead of laving to be 
kept in the background - waiting for ex- 
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times, and real preparation for steady 
business would do away with the dis- 
quieting thought that there are only a 
few weeks during which seasonable 
merchandise may be sold. This would 
add not only to the peace of mind, but 
would add to the value of the stock 
owned. It. would eradicate the evil of 
having to earn all the expenses of the 
season in a few months, and it. would 
permit the permanent employment of 
help. It would encourage intelligent 
young women to become milliners. The 
solution. of this problem, together with 
the others that have been touched on, 
seems to me to have a great deal more 
bearing on the profitable future of the 
millinery trade than the possibility of 
the women of the country going into 
uniforms, with hats to match.”’ 


RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Thuugh That at Yokohama Is Ac- 
tive, Prices Show a Decline. 


The Japanese raw silk market, though 
fairly active, has again declined to 
1,510 yen per picul for No. 1 Sinshiu, 
against the recent price of 1,540 yen. 
It appears that the old talk of an im- 
port duty in this country on raw silk 
has been revived in Yokohama, evi- 
dently with the intention of producing 
a reaction in prices. Latest cables say 
that the market is most active on low- 
grade silks, and all kinds of yellow silks 
are being bought well on the basis of 
the above figure. Reelers, in conse- 
quence, have become much firmer and 
are withdrawing in some cases in the 
expectation of higher prices. Reports 
from Yokohama now place the visible 
stock at 17,500 bales. Cable aeevine eon- 
tinues very slow. 

From Canton come reports of a fair 
business on the part of French manu- 
facturers, but American buyers are en- 
tirely out of the market. They have 
not bought any silk for quite a while, 
as they consider the quotations asked 
by the reelers as too high. This is due 
principally to short and damaged crops 
and to the rising exchange. Crack chops 
are now held at $5.95. Shanghai ca- 
bles received by A. P. Villa & Bros., 
Inc., tell of a continued. price advance 
there, mostly due to the very strong ex- 
change. 
at the moment, and are again up to $4 
a pound. There are few buyers for 
steam filatures and tsatlees on account 
of the high prices asked for them. 

The Italian market shows little 
change. Prices continue on the bases 
of last quotations, and European manu- 
facturers are the principal buyers. In 
the local market business has become 
less active, which is held to be due to 
the proximity of the Fourth Liberty 
Loan and the uncertainty of the manu- 
facturers toward the effect of the new 
draft on their business. No real change 
in the situation is looked for until after 
Oct. 1. 


USED IN FALL MILLINERY. 


Beaver Cloth and Tinsel Flowers 
Are Among the Materials. 


Beaver cloth is an assured success in 
Fall millinery, according to The Bulletin 
of the Retail Millinery Association of 
America, as it is soft and flattering 
and lends a ‘‘dressy’’ appearance to 
even the plainest models. For facings, 
entire brims, on flanges and crowns, it 
is much used here on large and medium 
hats. Turbans and tams of beaver are 
popular, but The Bulletin says a large 
hat must be made in a combination of 
beaver and some other material, as the 
effect of a hat made entirely of beaver 
is too bulky. As the material blends 
well with fur, there is little doubt that 
it will be favored far into the Winter. 
All the dark fur shades—brown, sand, 
taupe, and black—are popular. 

The Bulletin says also that several of 
the wholesale houses are showing tinsel 
flowers. They are either in gold or 
silver, and in flat or natural effects. 
Sometimes three or four of these flowers 
are used on a hat. In some cases they 
Tie flat on the brim. Others are used 
in small clusters, drooping somewhat off 
the brim at the side. Still others are 
combined with flowers made of materials 
to match the hat. 


Gray Goods Sales Featureless. 

Sales were small and generally with- 
out feature in the local gray goods mar- 
ket yesterday. Some executives were 
not at their desks during the day, 
which naturally did not increase busi- 
ness any. Second hands were reported 
to be more wary than ever about letting 
out goods for quick delivery, and in 
some cases were not anxious to trade 
even at the sharp premiums over Gov- 
ernment figures that are being paid by 
buyers when goods are really wanted. 
As for the mills, there was no change 
in their attitude toward doing additional 
business at current prices. 


Black and White Waists Sell. 
Waists of georgette crépe in effective 
combinations of black and’ white are 
proving to be very popular, not only 
with women wearing mourning, but 


with others as well. In those waists 
designed more strictly for mourning 
wear black is made the predominating 
shade, with white delicately used for 
trimming. In others the whole front 
of the waist is white, 
erhaps with a floral 
lack silk or beads. Frequently the 
white front hangs down below. the 
waistline arn Bae to the knees, form- 
_ the popul ron effect, and is 
with black sil k fringe. Some high 
collared models appear, though the ma- 
jority are collarless with the round 
neck effect, so much in vogue just now.

] DEALINGS IN IN BR OAD SILKS, 


Retall Buying Shows the Fabrics 
Continue to be in Favor. - 


Were it not for the fact that a very 
substantial demand for broad silks over 
the retail counter developed during the 
past week or two, sending quite a number 
of retailers to market for additional sup~ 
plies, there would prébably not have 
been a great deal of businéss done among 
local wholesalers during the week just 
ended. The various cutting trades were 
not as active buyers as they have been, 
though it is expected that they will be 
back again looking for Spring and Sum- 
mer lines in a couple of weeks. 

There is a great deal of satisfaction 
felt among local sellers over the unmis- 
takable indications. given by the active 
retail trade that silks still occupy a high 
place in public favor. This, together 
with the increasing vogue for silks in 
women’s coats, suits, and dresses, is 
taken as conclusive proof that.there will 
be a market for all the silks the mills 
will be able to turn out this year. From 
the nature of the business done at retail, 
it seemed as though design and weave 
wero not of as much importance ‘as the 
mere fact that it was silk and that it 
was suitable for a given purpose. 

Satins, foulards, taffetas, and various 
sheer fabrics all figured extensively in 
the business placed last weék by retaii 
merchants. In some cases, colorings 
were sold which had long since been 
given up as hopeless “ stickers.’’ -Im- 
mediate delivery was the first considera- 
tion, weave and design the next, and 
price the last. In the Spring business 
now being done, this order seems to be 
about reversed. Buyers are going from 
house to house comparing prices, and it 
is reported that in some cases there has 
been just a little shading of prices to in- 
ducc purchases. This is by no means 
general, however, and cannot be perma- 
nent since costs, as one manufacturer 
pointed out, are advancing all the time. 


Seeking Spring Materials. 

There is a good deal of shopping 
around for materials-on the part of 
women’s wear manufacturers. these 
days. Few mills have anything to offer 
in the way of Spring goods, while buy- 
ers find, as a rule, that jobbers’ prices 
are somewhat higher than they care to 
pay. In jobbing circles, however, there 
seems to pe no great scarcity of mate- 
rials. There are said to be quite lib- 
eral stocks of serges on hand, including 
some very good selections. Not all of 
these are priced beyond the reach of 
buyers and a fair amount of business 
is being done. The same is true of cer- 
tain other more or less staple weaves. 
But in fancy fabrics assortments are 
rather limited, and. buyérs feel that’ the 
prices asked: for them:'are wholly out 
of proportion to their value. 


Styles Favor Pile Fabrics. 

Velvets, velveteens and various fur 
plushes have. been very much in evi- 
dence in the Fall trade in women’s 
ready-to-wear garments, and local rep~ 
resentatives of mills making these ma- 
terials report that they are pretty well 
sold out for the rest of the season. 
There has not been the usual array of 
new novelties this Fall, either in the 
way of weayes or of colorings, but busi- 
ness in staple lines and those fancies 
which have almost come to be looked 
upon .as staples has been sufficient to 
keep factories working as hard as they 
could under present conditions. Few 


mills are seeking, or in fact wil accept, 
further business for the present season 
and all are.considerably more concerned 
with the question, of keeping deliveries 
up to schedule than with anything else. 





“TRADE WITH ‘ABYSSINIA. 


Some Advantages Which Americans] ” 


Have for Obtaining It. 


The possibilities for economic and in- 
dustrial development in Abyssinia, with 
its delightful climate and eight to ten 
millions of intelligent and aggressive | 5 
people, are greater than in any other 
undeveloped part of the world, according | - 
to an exhaustive report on this subject 
by Consul A. EB. Southard. The Abys- 
sinians have not yet taken to trade in 
any considerable numbers, but the ‘few 
merchants of the race who have been 
observed are-said to be keen and in- 
telligent traders. . 

Americans start with the great. ad- 
vantage that American unbleached cot- 
ton goods are so well known and estab- 
lished throughout the country that they 
constitute a monetary standard and are 
used as a medium of exchange in com- 
mon ~vith rock salt, cartridges, and other 
commodities where the Maria Theresa 
dollar is not available. 
price of American cottons has been so 
high that some of the merchants have 
turned to Japanese and Indian goods, 
but the Abyssinians still are faithful to 
** Americani,’’’ the term by which Amer- 
ican cottons are known. 


WASTE WAR MATERIAL. 


Scrap Iron from Battlefields Used 
in Making Tinplate. 


The two largest shipwrecking firms 
in Swansea, England, which’ were pre- 
viously engaged simply in salvaging 
warships and cargo carrying vessela, 
have had their activities increased to 
include “the collection and distribution of 
waste war materials imported from 
France by the British Government. 
Formerly, under an agreement with the 


British Government, the French Govern- | 


ment undertook to collect all salable 
scrap iron from the battlefields on the 
western front and work it up into steel 
and iron bars but, with the rapid ac- 
cumulation of material, it was found to 
be necessary to ship considerable quan- 
tities into England. 

According to Vice Consul B. F. Hale 
of Swansea the poorer quality of scrap 
iron, such as axles, wheels, vehicle 
bodies, and wires, is sorted over by the 
ship-wrecking companies on its arrival 
in England and distributed to the local 
iron and. steel manufacturers who melt 
the greater portion of {it into steel bars 
for the tinplate industry. Swansea: is 
said to be the natural inlet for this raw 


material, since within a radius of twenty 
miles are located fully 80 per cent. of 
the tin, terne, and black plate mills in 
the United Kingdom. ‘The steel bars 
not used in the manufacture of oy 
are shipped to other parts of the king- 
dom for the manufacture of shelters 
used. by the military in the trenches. 





Soda Factory for China. 

A company for the manufacture of 
soda is being formed by Chinese mer- 
chants in Tientsin, the natural salts for 
which are abundant in that vicinity. 
According to Commercial Attaché A. 
W. Ferrin of Peking, it is calculated 
that at the present price of imported 
soda the proposed factory, which is to 
cost about $300,000, will make a yearly 
profit of more*than twice the cost of 
the plant, or about $650,000. 


Some French Walnuts May Come. 
The exportation from France of wal- 
nuts of the 1917 crop to England and 
to the United States, provided shipment 
is made on or before Sept. 30, will be 


permitted without special license, ac- 
cording to a recent Ministerial decree 
venoraet by the American Consul 
5 Paris. The prohibition 
‘exportation of the 1918 crop 
ns in force.

LONG QUESTIONNAIRE READY 


Document Makes Sixteen Pages, but 
No Registrant Is Required to . 
Answer All Questions. 


The classification of the men regis- 
tered in New York. last Thursday will 
begin this week and Director of the 
Draft Conboy expects the work to be 
hastened so that it will be possible to 
fill the draft quotas to be called into 
the service next month. As announced 
by General Crowder the first of the new 
registrants to be classified will be the 
men between 19 and 20 and 82 and 36, 
inctusive. The new or third editie> 
questionnaires, which every new regis- 
trant must fill out and file with his 
board with seven days after it is mailed 
to him, is a document of sixteen print-' 
ed pages. However no registrant will 
bé called upon to fill out the whole ques- 
tionnaire, the third page being the only 
one which every registrant must cover 
in full and subscribe to. The physical 
fitness quotations must also be answered 
by all registrants who are mentally and 
physically sound. 

To assist New York’s new registrants 
in properly filling their questionnaires 
the entire membership of the Bar As- 
sociation has been mobilized under the 
chairmanship of Henry W. Taft. In 


J each of the 189 local draft districts 


there will be a board of legal advisers 
whose duty it will be to assist regis- 


trants. The service will be’ free to all 
registrants as well as-to their depend- 
ents who under the law must make af- 
fidavits in cases. where exemption is 
claimed 


Instructions to Registrants. 
In his instructions to registrants and 
other interested persons, Major Gen. 
Crowder, the Provost Marshal General,

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
As First Vice President of the Citizens 
Committee for the Conservation of Children 


During the War, I have received the follow- | 


ing data from our Chairman, Miss Graham 
Mulhall, concerning the Jardins d’Enfants 
(Kindergartens) which our committee has es- 
tablished in France: 

‘The conservation movement has affiliated 
with the Red Cross. It sent the first unit on 
the Loraine, July 17, with six kindergart- 
ners. The Board of Education courteously 
consented to the Director of Kindergart- 
ners, Miss Fanniebell Curtis sailing with 
this unit, which included 'the Chairman, Miss 


Graham Muthall, and Miss Mary Moore Orr, 
Associate Director. : 

“The chief of the Children’s Bureau ih 
Paris; Dr. William Palmer Lucas of the 
American Red Cross, felt strongly that it 
wss a step in the right direction to send 
workers to the colonies. Nine are already 
established in ‘various parts throughout 
France, such as Marseilles, Cap d’Antibes, 
Tours, and Lyons, and two important work- 
ers remain in Paris to assist Signor hg good 
who accomplished wonderful work with ‘ Th 
Children of the Frontier.’ 

‘* A beautiful villa has been given in Paris, 
planned as a nursery; a chapel attached to 
the villa greets one with the inspiring words 
* Suffer little children to come unto Me.’ 

‘““The unit took to France everything nec- 
esscry for the kindergsrten work, and the 
French authorities, including Mlle. Chaptal, 
who was the first woman to come to the 
rescue of the chiMren in France, gives me 
essurance that the work has not only been 
essential, but invaluable, to the: relief of 
the children who had been in invaded dis- 
tricts and suffered greatly from fright.

BARRACKS WILL BE BUILT 


N. Y. U. Plans Intensive pg iy In 
. Engineering—Ready Also 
Teach Russian. 


Since the announcement last week of 
the formation of the Students’ Army 
Training Corps at Columbia University, 
the Morningside campus has been astir 
with military activity. Long lines of 
applicants with high school and college 
credentials from every part of the coun- 
try have besieged the registrar’s office 
for admission, and this has. necessitated 
the doubling of the registry staff. 

Professots and heads of departments 
have been hurriedly called back from 
their vacations, and the whole adminis- 
trative machmery of the university is 
moving forward swiftly to perform Co- 
lumbia’s share in winning the war. 

The flood of applicants, which it is 
officially estimated will reach 15,000 by 
the time registration closes, will make 
it necessary to apply stringent physical 
tests to limit the numberof admissions. 
When training begins on Oct. 1 there 
will be housigg accomodations for only 
#,000,. although the three large dormi- 
tories, Hartley, Livingston and Furnald 
Halls will be turned over entirely to

TEXTBOOKS FOR SPEAKERS 


American Jewish Rellef Now Totals. 
$11,543,080—More Money 
Sent to Belgium. 


The New York County Chapter of the 
American Red Cross is to take an ac- 
tive part from now on in the war 
against enemy propaganda in this city, 
according to an announcement made by 
the chapter yesterday through the Di- 
rector of its School of Information, 
Miss Isabel Lowden. 3 

The chapter has nearly 500 auxiliaries 
in Manhattan, and through the co-oper- 
ation of these organizations very effec- 
tive steps can be taken to uncover any 
enemy activities. This service should 
be particularly helpful during Liberty 
Loan drives, Red Cross campaigns, and 
other patriotic movements, the New 
York chapter arinounces. 

Whenever any enemy activities are re- 
ported a public meeting will be organ- 
ized and speakers from the Red Cross 
Bureau will be sent to the district and 
a number of successive meetings held. 
Special agents will be appointed to see 
that the campaign is furthered. 

So successful were the meetings of the 
School of ormation held last week 
that it has been decided to have classes 
every month at the Teaching Centre, 
453 Madison Avenue. The school has 
five distinct aims, which are described 
by the chapter as follows: 

1—Organizing public and neighborhood 
mass meetings in districts where enemy 
propagands is unearthed.

8—To emphasize the ideals and spirit of 

Red Cross work, . 
4—To prepare registrants to/ assist in 
the educational evelopment of Red 

Cross work, connected with the Speak-

5—To bring the people of Manhattan into 
closer relations with the chapter. 

A small set of text books has-been 
prepared by the director of the school 
There are 
eighty in the September class and at 
least as many on the waiting list who 
will be put in the October class. The set 
of text books is published only in small 
quantities and will be revised frequently 
to keep the information up to date. 

The School of Information’s course of 
training is exceptionally intensive. Three 
and a half days of lectures, some of 
them illustrated ‘with slides—addresses 
by heads of departments and _ repre- 
sentatives of the national organization 
and visits by motors to various places of 
special Red Cross interest censtitute 
the régime of instruction. The registra- 
tion fee in the school is $1. 

Special courses follow the lectures in 
the technique of public speaking and in 
speech co-instruction These are given 
by the director of the bureau. 

The School of Information is going to 
be one of the principal branches of Red 
Cross work this. Winter, it was. indi- 
cated last week by the number of ap- 
plicants and letters asking for details 
as to the course.

FORBID LONG. TRIPS

Training Must Be Dropped 
During the War. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Athletic 
sports as formerly pursued, involving 
extended trips and specialized training,

Roamer’s superlative effort was made 
with every precaution taken. to assure 
its acceptance by the authorities. The 
event. had been advertised, was placed 
on the card as part of the program for 
the day, the regular officials started 
and timed the record breaker, and, be- 
sides, hundreds of independent clockers 
either agreed with the official timer 
or made the time a fraction or. two 
faster than did J. D. Odom, the official 
watch holder for the Jockey Club. ' 

Such astounding time accomplished | 
under circumstances that could not be 
open to criticism made. Roamer ‘the 
most talked of horse in America and 
placed him on a’ pedestal where his 
admirers had always felt he belonged.

' September 28 to Help 


Raise Funds. 


Tennis clubs throughout the United 
States will hold special tournaments on 
Sept. 28, the proceeds of which will 
be devoted to the Red Cross.

} the value which attaches to the trophies 
given in last season’s patriotic tourna; 
ments by the Nationai Assoc. it.on 
‘these will be esteemed even more highly. 

The letter from Edwin xr. Torrey, Sec- 
retary of the National Association,’ to 
the members, follows: ° 

‘* Your Executive Committee has de- 
cide. to recommend that a series of 
tournaments for the benefit of the Red 
Cross be held throughout the country 
on Sept. 28, the last Saturday in the 
month. All details as to the distribution 
of proceeds, number and kind of events; 
| &c., are to be. determined by your club, 
as local conditions may warrant, 

“The American -Red Cross Prize 
Medal Committee offers a bronze medal 
bearing its emblem, which is reproduced 
below. One of these medals will.be pre- 
sented to. the winner of your tourna- 
ment, and a certificate will be awarded 
the runner-up. is unnecessary to 
point out the value which will attach to 
these trophies through the years: to

BENEFIT FOR RED CROSS. 


National Horse Show Again to 
Donate All Receipts. 


James McLean, President of the Na- 
tional Horse Show Association, an- 
nounced yesterday that its. thirty-third 
annual exhibition will be held at Madi- 
son Square Garden from Nov. 11.to ‘15, 
inclusive, and that the entire recéipts 
will be given to the American Red Cross. 

Repeating their patriotic action of last 
season, Mr. McLean, Judge William H. 
Moore, and other officers of the asso- 


ciation are going to pay all expenses of 
holding the Horse Show and turn over 
to thé war relief fund all proceeds from 
admissions, entrance fees, stall rent, &c., 
without any. deduction or reservation.. It 
cost them more than $50,000 to do this in 
1917, and nobody;then expected), they 
would ever.do it again. But whén,.the 
Directors held their meeting,a few days 
ago to arrange dates and details for the 
November exhibition there was no senti- 
ment in favor of turning back or stand- 
ing still about anything concerning the 
war or the Horse Show, and a motion 
to give the Red Cross another 100 per 
cegt. benefit.got a unanimous vote.

I 
know that it is better to sacrifice one 
generation than to sacrifice liberty for- 
ever.. That is what we are fighting for, 
and Heaven grant that we fight 
through to the end. 


So beyond — her resiatelinnd and 
restorations of territory in the West, 
Germany must give up the East. That 
is the irreducible minimum of allied de- 
mand, the indispensable condition of 
peace. It involves the breaking up- of 
the preposterous Austrian Empire that 
has long overstayed its time, for that 
land is under Germany’s thumb, and with 
125,000,000 people in the heart of Europe 
directed by one will and moved by a 
common purpose the world would not be 
safe. The Allies have recognized the 
Czechoslovaks as a nation, the Jugo- 
slavs must be freed, the Italian provinces 
restored. German Austria may go to 
Germany if she so wills. President WiL- 
SON has said that an independent Polish 
State should be erected, guaranteed by 
international covenant. There will be 
no throne in Finland for a German King. 
If the Ukrainians establish an inde- 
pendent State there will be a chain of 
barrier nations between Germany and 
Russia, furnishing to the Russians a 
needed protection against German de- 
signs while they are striving, possibly 
through trying years, to set up a stable 
government. The. treaties of Brest- 
Litovsk and of Bucharest must be an- 
nulled. The Austrian prop removed, 
Bulgaria and Turkey can avoid the in- 
evitable reckoning with the Allied Pow- 
ers only by throwing off German control 
and German sympathies. 

~Germany will. be shut off from the 
East. Her plan and her design are 
plain to the view. With that vast re- 
cruiting ground, rich in resources and 
in men, she would be able, to look upon 
defeat in the West as a temporary re- 
buff. Already she has marked out her 
pathway toward India. 


Look East where whole new thousands 
are, 
In Vishnu land what avatar? 


That is her dream, it is not to be 
realized. When Germany, weakened in 
man power, her troops fleeing before 
the forces of the Allies rapidly augment- 
ing and yet to be strengthened by Amer- 
ican millions, in sore distress at home, 
her people bitterly complaining and her 
statesmen . openly. : “that 
victory is beyond reach, “shall, make it

too, seémingly for Germany, but Ger- 


many repudiated, his utterance and him- 
self. Yet Baron BURIAN’s words are 
fair: * 

Our adversaries need only provide an 
opportunitz, in a calm exchange of 
views—some sort of direct informative 
“iscussions is thinkable which would 
be far from being peace negotiations— 
‘of discussing and weigh!ng evcrything 
which today separates the belligerent 
parties, and no furtr-~ fighting will, 
perhaps, be needed to bring them gloser 
together. 


As a condition precedent to “a calm 
exchange of views,” Germany must be 
prepared to renounce for all time her 
plans for dominatton in the East. Her 
designs. of aggression and dominance in 
the West are in process of being attended 
to by the military forces of Great 
Britain, France, Italy, and the United 
States.. There she is going to be beaten 
back, in that quarter she will be made 
harmless. She will not control Belgium, 
nor Holland; the mouth of the Rhine 
will not be hers. Alsace and Lorraine 
she will restore to France; Austria will 
relinquish Italy’s. conquered provinces. 
But all this would be a futile achieve- 
ment, a victory of only transitory ad- 
vantage, if “a calm exchange of views” 
and the conclusion of peace should leave 
Germany in a position to reap the fruits 
of her conquests in the East, to rebuild 
her spent force through her economic 
and military domination over the Balkan 

vomwy Turkey, and the former empire 

f the Czars. 

The German power must be confined 
within the limits of German territory. 
If Germans protest that this decree 
dooms them to a narrow existence with- 
out hope of national expansion, if they 
point to Great Britain, to the United 
States, and to France as nations that 
have enjoyed a broader freedom. to raise 
their flags in distant lands, they must 
be reminded that great malefactors can- 
not hope. to enjoy liberties which the 
upright may freely possess because they 
do not abuse them... The Germans must 
-be shorn of power and shut up within 
their own territory not so much for 


_ punishment as for the public security. 


hey have shown themselves to be dan- 
gerous enemies of mankind, a menace to 
free nations. Their boundless conceit, 
their confessed ambition to make them- 
selves rulers of the world, their con- 
tempt for law and for the rights of 
men and of nations, a thousand proofs 
that their boasted Kultur merely masks 
the soul of the barbarian have made it 
the imperative duty of the allied nations 
to put them under a bond to keep the’ 
peace, the only bond that will assure the 

rid’s safety, their reduction to power- 


through the undoing of all the 


criminal and accept the 
world’s decision that she must 'be made 
powerless or her people freed, then with 
some fair hope of profitable result 
Baron BuRIAN’s proposals for “a calm 
exchange of views” may be enter- 
tained. At must come to that, now or 
later.

THE NATION’S FISH PROBLEM. 
|| Lovers of IzAAK WALTON and the gen- 


tle art of fishing have much to be thank- 
ful for in the determined stand taken 
last week by the conventions of both the 
American Fisheries Society and the In- 
ternational Association of Fish and 
Game Commissioners in-this city to miti- 
gate the evil of stream pollution, which 
in many of our leading industrial States 
has not only diminished the joys of 
angling but, what is of more importance, 
has seriously curtailed the former supply 
of food fish. It, was truthfully pointed 
out that probably never before was the 
value of fish so generally recognized 
as a substantial and necessary substi- 
tute for the decreased meat supply. _ 


The Fisheries Society, very creditably, 


devoted more than usual attention to the 
practical subject of getting more fish 
on the market and at more reasonable 
prices. One way is to put. more fish 
into the streams. This would be futile 
if the poisonous material now drained 
into the waters from factories and mills 
is not disposed of otherwise.. The prob- 
lem is being successfully worked out in 
Wisconsin, where several experimental 
filtering plants have. been installed at a 
cost of over $250,000, the factories shar- 
ing the expense with the. State, and fish 
live in these filtered streams. New York 
fishermen will be glad to learn that 
Conservation Commissioner GEORGE D. 
PRATT is -holding conferences with the 
factory and mill owners in the upper part 
of the State with the object of -enlisting 
their co-operation in bearing the ex- 
pense of filtering important fish streams. 

It is a difficult problem, as the fac- 
tories are essential: to the industrial 
needs of the country. The. sugar mills 
of Louisiana, for instance, which cause 
excessive river pollution, cannot be shut 
down, although the Conservation Depart- 
ment of that State, as Commissioner 
M. L. ALEXANDER pointed out, has the 
power. The society went on record as 
favoring Federal action to meet the 
need in a resolution calling upon the 
ptoper authorities of the Government 
to meet the Fisheries Society and other 
interested bodies in a conference to con- 
sider proper measures for controlling 


the pollution of fresh water streams and 


tidal waters. 

Both conventions emphasized the fact 
that, no matter how many fish might be 
restored to purified streams, the public 
would be no better off unless the high 
prices, which in» “many” -eenerees were 








called absolutely unjustifiable, could be 
reduced. The increased demand, due to 
the recommendations of the Food Ad- 
ministration.to conserve beef and other 
meats, has raised fish prices in most of 
the large cities to a point never known 
before. Price regulation to meet the 
war food emergencies, either by Federal 
act or through the individual State Food 
Administrations, was regarded as the 
most reasonable solution. Wisconsin and 
Minnesota have already given evidence 
of successfully handling the problem. 
Under authority of the Governor, the 
Conservation Department of Minnesota 
lias taken charge of the fish supply, 
paying as high as 8 cents a pound and 
selling to consumers at prices materially 
lower than were charged by the whole- 
sale dealers. An action in the courts 
to test the State’s authority to regulate 
food prices was defeated. Commissioner 
BARBER of Wisconsin showed that his 
State had purchased over one million 
pounds of fish and resold it. at low 
prices. The International Association 
of Game and Fish Commissioners, as 
custodians of the fish supply of the 
country, will be deserving of little merit, 
the President of that body remarked, if, 
notwithstanding its efforts to increase 
the supply, such high prices are 
charged as to prevent fish from becom- 
ing a real substitute for meats during 
the duration of the war. 


SIR DOUGLAS HAIG. 

One of the ablest soldiers the war has 
produced does not speak for himself, or 
about himself. He praises others, and is 
slow to censure. Sometimes his Govern- 


-ment has failed to send him reinforce- 
_ments when his need of them was sore; 


but-he has not:complained. In more than 
four years of war he has always been at 
the front, engaged with rare respite in 
what may be called intensive fighting, 
often of the most desperate character. 
The wonder is that he has gone through 
the ordeal with a sound brain and 
strength apparently unimpaired. There 
have been three commanders of the 
French armies since mid-December, 1915, 
but only one commander of the British. 
Has affy other soldier in history. been ex- 
posed to.a greater strain upon his facul- 
ties than Sir Doucias Hala has endured 
and triumphed over in the last three 
years less three months? Yet all that is 


; known of him by Americans, and by most 


of his countrymen, for that matter, is 
that his name figures a good deal in 
headlines. It is impossible to disso- 
ciate him from the British Army. On 
Sept, 10 Field.Marshal Haic.in an order 
of the day thanked it for its valor and 
devotion: 


The capture of 75,000 prisoners and 
750 guns in the course of four weeks’ — 
fighting speaks for the magnitude of 
your efforts andthe magnificence of 
your achievement. 


“For once -D. Hac, se he signs his 


name, showed more emotion than was 


éver wrung from him before by success 
or failure. ‘We have passed -through 
many dark days,” he said in the address 
to his troops. -“ Please Gop, these never 
will. return.” This great soldier, for 
such he is, goes to a little Presby- 
terian church behind the lines every 
Sunday .morning, and when he speaks 
the name of Gop, which is seldom, 
lest his piety seem ostentatious, it 
is with reverence. One of those dark 
days was April 12 of the present year, 
when the British Army was fighting for 
its life in the Ypres sector, where it had 
bled so much, but always indomitably. 
Sir Doueias Hale then issued his “ Back 
to the Wall” order of the day, in which 
he said with a simplicity with something 
of the sublime in it: 


Many among us now are tired. To 
those I would say that victory will be- 
long to the side which holds out the 
longest. The French Army is moving 
rapidly and in great “>rce to our sup- 
port. There is no other course open to 
us but. to fight it.out. Every position 
must be held to the last man. There 
must be no retirement. 


What has Sir Doucias Haig not done 
in his four years and more in France 
that an accomplished and intrepid sol- 
dier should do? With Sir Horace SmITH- 
DorkRiEN, his fellow corps commander, he 
more than once saved the British Army 
on its retreat from Mons. Its historian, 
Major ERNEST W. HAMILTON, says that 
one hundred Victoria Crosses ‘were 
earned on that glorious retirement for 
every one given. One-third of the expe- 
ditionary ‘army. sleep the long sleep in 
France. _SMITH-DORRIEN, whose health 
broke down under the strain, and Haic, 
the man of iron, vied with each other in 
fighting rearguard actions until flesh 
and blood could endure no more. The 
escape of remnants of brigades bordered 
on the miraculous. “We shall have to 
“ hold on here for a while if we all die for 
* it,” said HAIG on one desperate occasion. 
The British Army was always holding 
on; every extrication from the German 
envelopment was like a forlorn hope. 
SmiTH-Dorrigen; he of the eagle eye and 
massive jaw, was never himself again. 
Haic, who did not take life so tragically, 
lived through many dark days with 
gleams of glory. 

The first Ypres was as touch-and-go 
a business as anything experienced in 
the retreat from Mons. The 7th Divis- 
ion, 12,000 strong when it left England, 
lost 336 officers out of 400, and 9,664 
men. On the darkest day, when all 
seemied lost, down the Menin road gal- 
loped Sir DovGias Haic and ‘his smart 
escort of the 17th Lancers,-shells falling 
thick about them, to encourage the fal- 
tering troops—for no’ other reason, the 
General’s place being behind the line. 


On deatinis day—it was at Gheluvet—he 


JOHN FRENCH, who had given an érder 
for the army to fall back, when a courier 
rode up to say that the Germans were 
retiring. Sir CHARLES FITZCLARENCE, an 
Irish soldier, had thrown a Norfolk bat- 
_talion into a breach the enemy’s line 
and turned the tide of battle. So crit- 
ical was all the Ypres fighting, so sud- 
denly did shafts of succéss 5 pierce the 
-pall of defeat. 


Haig was Sir JoHN’ FRENCH’Ss right

An industrious student 
of the profession of arms, it is said that 
he never commanded a larger body of 
men than a regiment in battle before 
the great war. The influence of the 
genial Duke of CAMBRIDGE secured him a 
commission after he had been rejected 
for defective eyesight. Sir JoHN FRENCH 
saved him from drowning in the Modder 
River in the Boer war. “Lucky” HAIG 
he has always been called. He predicted 
the war with Germany in a letter to 
Field Marshal Sir EveLyN Woon, years 
‘ago. He has refused a peerage, but is 
Ya Knight of the prized Order of the 
Thistle. He has owed much to his aris- 
tocratic connections, but infinitely more 
to the Virtues ef his race and- to inherent 
soldierly qualities. He has-a keen sense 
of humor. —He is-never visibly. angry. 
Born: in the purple and a favorite at 
Court and in Mayfair, he is a “ soldiers’ 
soldier.” There are many Haics on the 
British Army’ List; but only one Sir 
Dovuaias.- Modest and indifferent to 
fame, he will be reckoned among the 
great commanders of the “greatest war 
in history. 


THE NEW BARBARIANS. 


Fourteen to eighteen hundred years 
ago the whole civilization of the world, 
except for the remotest parts of Asia, 
was gathered within the Roman Empire, 
which reached from Britain to Mesopo- 
tamia. Armies of barbarians swept down 
upon the world’s civilization and extin- 
guished it, anc Europe lay for centuries 
in darkness. When Epwarp GIBBON, the 
historian of this event, finished reeording 
it, he indulged himself in some specula- 
tions about whether the present civiliza- 
tion could ever be overthrown by a simi- 
lar attack, and he concluded that the 
chances were against it. 


GIBBON was too prudent to be a prophet, 
and that was as far as he went. 
But now that the new.attack has actually 
been made, it is interesting to see the 
grounds on which he thought it improb- 
able that it ever would be: After describ- 
ing the great number of the barbarians, 
he came to the conclusion: 


Such formidable emigrations can no 
longer issue from the North. * * * ‘she 
reign of independent barbarism {s now 
contracted to a narrow span; ard the 
remnant sf Calmucks or Uzbecks, whose 
forces may be almost numbered, cannot 
seriously excite the apprehensions of the 
great republic of Europe. 


At this point caution intervened and 
saved GIBBON from the dangers of proph- 
ecy: 


Yet this apparent security should not 
tempt.us to forget that new enemies and 
unknown dangers may possibly arise from 
some obscure people, sc. rcely visible in 
the map of the world. The Arabs or 
Saracens, who spread their conquests from 
India to Spain, had languished in poverty 
and contempt till MAHOMET breathed into 
those savage bodies the soul of enthu- 
siasm. 


Even if new barbarians should arise, 
however, GIBBON comforted ‘himself with 
the reflection that their rude arm; would 
stand no chance against cannon and 
modern fortifications. If even this cal- 
culation should p:-ove wrong, still civiliza- 
tion could not be brought to.the feet of 
the barbarian: 

If a :1ivage conqueror should-issue from | 
the deserts of Tartary, he must repeatedly 
vanquish ine robust peasants bf Russia, 
the numerous armies of Germany, the gal- - 
lant nobles of France, and the intrepid

It never occurred to him that 
material science was not the whole of 
civilization, or that a race of. barbarians 
armed with a complete knowledge of that 
material ‘science and bent on destroying 
or enslaving everything outside their 
boundaries would surely be-a far greater 
menace than the ignorant barbarians who 
overthrew the world’s civilization four- 
teen hundred years ago. 

Last week’s news supplies a simple in- 
stance. ATTILA was called, and called 


| himself, “ the Scourge of Gop,” and his- 


torians dwell on the extent «f the devas- 
fation he created. Suppose ATTILA had 
been armed with a complete knowledge of 
modern. science, but at heart had re- 
mained as much of a barbarian as ever. 
What. kind of devastation would he have 
caused then? For the answer, read what 
the Germans did in evacuating the city 
of Ham. Before leaving they wired the 
city, connected the wires with incendiary 
bombs,- and on leaving it released the 
central -lectrical control, set: fire to 
the city in many places” simultaneously 
by means of the bombs, and destroyed it. 

The modern barbarians who girdle 
fruit trees so that they may not dear, 
who make a desert of the earth wherever 
they pass, have bined the policy of 
ATTILA with a scientific knowledge that 
AtTTILA did not have. Their success would 
mean the triumph of their soulless sys- 
tem over the rest of the world. The new 
barbarian invasion menaces all nations 


‘likewise; and as for GIBBON’s dream that 


the old nations might take refuge in 
America, nearly the whole North Ameri- 
can Continent and a considcrable part of 
the. Southern. are as bury defending 
themselves against the oncoming bar- 
barians as is any nation in Europe or 
Asia. 

Side by side with this invasion of scien-

world of today another kind, which re- 
sembles more in appearance, perhaps, but 
less in reality, the tactics of the bar- 
barians of old.

A GREAT DRAMATIST. 


It seems rather a curious time to re- 
print, as the Oxford University Press 
has done, CARLYLE’s “ Past and Present,” 
so much of which is part of the forgotten 
English politics and “ sociology ” of the 
40’s. The Idle Aristocracy, if dead, has 
died for England. “ Plugson of Under- 
shot,” Laissez Faire, the’ Manchester 
economists, surviving, unhappily, as paci- 
fists, before the war disastrous to the 
nobler and wiser England, not led but 
vainly appealed to by Lord RoseErtTs; 
JEREMY BENTHAM, even JOHN STUART 
Muu, what are they but names or phan- 
toms now? 

CARLYLE was always “ wagging his 
pow in a pulpit,” and the tiresome, dis- 
credited, and shallow temporary “ jour- 
nalistic” party pamphlet or windy 
preaching chapters of “ Past and Pres- 
ent” are dead as a doornail. A good 
many members of the “ game-preserving 
aristocracy ” will be lucky if they 'pre- 
serve enough of their possessions after 
the war to enable them to live abroad, 
if any cheap place to live in be left. 
The House of Lords is becoming a plu- 
tocracy that has been faithful to the 
campaign funds. Since 1908 the Liber- 
als and the Coalitionists have made 150 
Peers. It is Mr. HENDERSON’s. Interna- 
tionalists, it is the Independent Labor 
Party, with its mixture of middle class 


amateur Socialists, of the Fabians, and 


the Union of Democratic Control, strong 
in the public schools, the universities, 
and the “slum” settlements; it. is 
RAMSAY MCDONALD and. PHILIP SNOw- 
DEN, it is the “ class consciousness ” folks 
that are building up a new and far less 
attractive “aristocracy,” a privileged 
and ruling caste. 

Two years ago an official of the 
Miners’ Union said that 26,000,000 less 
tons of coal a year. were produced under 
the carefully coddled system of the 
unions. The. wages of the miners have 
been raised 94 per cent. since the begin- 
ning of ‘the war. The output of each 
man has been reduced by 60 tons a year, 
we believe, by union arrangements and 
unnecessary absences. It is this Idle 
Aristocracy that would now deserve the 
“Q My Brothers!” homilttic sympathy 
of Tammas.

The hedonist; the indif- 
ferentist, or the. Advocatus Diaboli may 


object to Abbot SAMSON. He is too ef- 


ficient. William the Sacristan,. given 
to too frequent bibations, will have his 
friends. But to make that dreary mo- 
nastic dead chronicle throb and live was 
more than art. 

Of course, the reappearance of any 
work of CARLYLE’s gives the devotees of 
the easy-obvious and the opportunists of 
literature the chance to make full cry 
against CARLYLE. Wasn’t. he a Scots- 


German, an apostle of Force and FRED-. 


ERICK the Great? Well, nobody is going 
to be allowed to enter thirty-odd vol- 
umes at the Custom Housé of Posterity. 
There were two CARLYLES, as Sir GRORGE 
TREVELYAN has lately observed. The 
earlier, generous one survives, The stuff 
‘about the Eternities and the Immensi- 
ties, the philosophic-prophetic blague, the 
shallow: political economy, the dyspeptic’s 
worship of the drill sergeant, :Thomas 
contra mundum, goes into the limbo of 
dead authors. The great humorist, poet, 
rhetorican, the shrewd, dry peasant, is 
extant. 

Who said of JoHN Quincy ADAMS that 
he had “an unerring instinct for the 
jugular”? Ryrus CHoaTeE, it is — be- 
lieved. CARLYLE had that instinct in lit- 
erature. Look at his triumphant malig- 
nancy in the portrait of CoLERIDGE in his 
decline. Remember his‘ judgment of 
CHARLES SUMNER, the beautiful,.impec- 
cable, unhuman pedant.

humanly possible, the bitterest would be 
that which would teach the world that 
civilization had become too: mawkishly 
sentimental to allow a crime like that of 
the bringing on of this war to result in 
its just and logical penalty. The Kaiser 
and his confederates have run amuck, 
like a set of maddened inebriates. Now 
that they themselves are tottering, after 
trampling millions to their death and 
destroying the world’s substance by the 
tens of billions, there are a few among 
us who seem to think that the real duty 
of Christian charity at the moment is 
to get soft cushions under them that 
they may not be irreparably injured by 
their fall. Common sense as well as 
Christian duty tells us rather to be 
busying ourselves with binding up the 
wounds of their Belgian and Serbian 
‘and French and Armenian and countless 
other victims, and taking all appropriate 
measures of security for the future. 


The extinction of the Hohenzollern 
dynasty and its system, whether the 
sword that does this bit of necessary 
decapitation be actually held in the hand 
of the Allies or of a finally disillusioned 
German people, will settle the question 
forever for the original instigator of the 
crime. Lands and peoples upon which 
Germany has no honest claim will, of 
course, fall back to their self-controlling 
status and remain free. But no settle- 
ment not infamously unjust could stop 
at this point.. There must be some 
degree of reparation for that baleful 
trail of material destruction which the 
German armies have left in so many 
lands, some aid to the hundreds of 
thousands of impoverished widows and 
orphans wantonly created. Full repa- 
‘ration, or anything very closely ap- 
proaching it, is, of course, impossible. 
The crime has been too vast for that. 
But, for reasons both material and 
moral, some reparation there must be. 
It is right at this point that the pacifist 
type of mind most discredits its right 
to be called ‘‘mind’’ at all. It argues 
that any penalty of this kind is sure to 
leave a bitterness which will make for 
war and not peace in the future. The 
real hope for a future which will allow 
bitterness to die out liés in the mental 
attitudes of the peoples outside toward 
the German people. If they themselves 
‘shall have finally consented to, perhaps 
wielded the immediate hand in, the root 
and branch destruction of Hohenzollern- 
ism, and shall be doing what they can 
to make good the brutal destruction into 
which the overweening ambitions of 
Hohenzollernism led them; it should.be 
clear to all that the day when the out- 
side world can bring itself once more 
to normal relations of trade and travel 
and social and intellectual intercourse 
with Germany will be much nearer. 
But the outside world will never get 
into a frame of mind which will allow 
this renewal of friendly relations if the 
misguided sentimentality of the few 
should stay the hand of justice and 
leave Germany ‘still under a Govern- 
ment of such a character that an dut- 
side nation could never be quite sure 
whether . the -announced arrival of a 
German. diplomatic agent meant the 
arrival’ of a real diplomat, or only a 
criminal conspirator clad in a diplomatic 
cloak, but carrying bombs, or test tubes 
filled with disease germs,.or other in- 
struments of crime, in his baggage. 


One can only pity the man or woman 
who has not in all these four years yet 
learned that this is not a mere inter- 
national quarrel, which could rightly be 
settled by giving each side about half 
of what it says that it wants, but that 
the one question before us' is the re- 
pelling of a deadly assault upon human 
liberty and the fundamental principles 
of international civilization, and the 
establishment of adequate security 
against any repetition of such an as- 
sault in the future.

Ex-Convicts. Seek to Avoid. Service 
Before Draft Boards. 

To the Editor of The New York Times; ; 

I have read with a great deal of in- 

terest the differences of opinion ex- 

pressed by Judge Rosalsky and General 

Bell, as published in your néwspaper, 





regarding the drafting into service of. 
\men who have been convicted’ of vio- 


lations of the law. 

I personally feel that the saline ex- 
pressed by Judge Rosalsky is the proper 
one. I have been serving as a' member 
of the Legal Advisory Board since the 
inception of the questionnaire system, 
and while acting in such capacity many 
men appeared before me stating. that 
they desire to claim exémption and be 
Placed in Class 5, (deferred classifica- 
tion,) and upon my inquiring as their 
grounds for such claims, their answer 
usually was, ‘‘I have been in jail, so 
you can’t take me into the service.’’ 
Their attitude was always one of defi- 
ance, and their intention was to shield 
themselves behind some trivial offense 
not involving moral turpitude in order 
to avoid military service. They seemed 
to take particular delight in boasting of 
the fact that because they had been in 
jail for some minor offense they could 
now stay in the United States with 
safety, while those men who have led 


honorable and upright lives were to be 
¢alled upon to serve their country and 
possibly sacrifice their lives in the pres- 
ent emergency. 

It is apparent that any man who de- 
sires to rede military service may by 
the commission of a trivial offense be 
relieved of his obligation to serve his 
country, and I therefore feel that: the 
attitude taken by Judge Rosalsky in this 
matter is correct and proper. 

I think that the class of men herein- 
before referred to should be inducted 
into some branch of service, and if: they 
are not to be trusted on the firing line 
they can be o put to many other 
such as workin ng 
or on farms 


tasks, 
in ammunition factories 

of which will be to the 
benefit of this Government in its pres- 
ent crisis.

Charges Against the King by: the Party Secking 
Union with Other South Slavs. 





To the Editor of The New York Times; 
In a letter published in last Sunday’s 
issue of Tuy New Yore Trums Carlo 


‘Cattapani, who claims the title of Com- 


mander in Montenegro's Army and that 
of Chief of Staff of a division in the 
first Balkan war, tried to defend. King 
Nicholas against “a well-directed cam- 
paign by a group of disgruntled en 
negrins.”’ 

Among these ‘‘ disgruntled Movies 
grins,’’ as Mr. Cattapani | to call 
them, are three ex-Prime Ministers of 
King Nicholas, several ex-M{pisters, 
Generals, high Government icials, 
members of the ionteniattn” Parlia- 
ment, and nearly the whole academic 
youth; there are thirty-six local organi- 
gations for national union in North 
America alone. Taken together, they 
represent four-fifths of the free Monte- 
negrins, and they accusé King Nicholas 
and his sons of the following sins: 

1, That Crown Prince Danilo, through 
Mr, .Carmineatti, Montenegrin Consul 
General in Milan, negotiated at Lugano 
with Count Bernsdorf. an agent of the 
Central Powers. 

2. That Crown Prince Danilo forward- 
ed the terms of the Central Powers to 
King Nicholas one month before the ca- 
tastrophe. 

8. That neither the King nor Prince 
Danilo informed the Allies of these ne- 
gotiations. : 

4. That King Nicholas sued for peace 
to the Austrian Emperor Francis 
Joseph in the well-known telegram of 
Jan. 18, 1916, against the expressed 
will of the people. 2 

5. That the order for demobilization 
of the Montenegrin army was issued 
Jan. 21, 1916, 

6. That according to this order about 


6,000 Montenegrin recruits were demob-- 
/ilized in Scutari, sent to their homes and 


so delivered to the enemy, when they 
were out of danger of being captured, 
as Scutari is situated on the southern 
frontier of Montenegro. 

.On April 15, 1916, Jovan Plamenac, 
one of the most servile former Minis- 
ters of King Nicholas, made to the cor- 
respondent of the Bosnische Post the 
following statement: ‘‘ King Nicholas 
did not leave the country with his army, 





‘ies wie -Atbine ent Sue. Solas: he 
disappeared, We, therefore, have the 
right to consider him as dead.” é 

L. Mijusovich, King Nicholas's Prime 
Minister at the time of the capitulation 
and one of the exponents of his. personal 
policy, in an open letter published in 
France and Italy on May 20, 1916, ‘and 
communicated ‘to all allied Govern- 
ments, accused King Nicholas of treason 
and double dealings. : 

The Cabinet of Mr. Radovich resigned 
Dec. 29, 1916, because of King Nicho- 
las’s refusal to declare himself in favor 
of the union of all Serbs, Croats, and 
Slovenes. 

The Cabinet of General Matanovich 
resigned in June, 1917, when King 
Nicholas insisted that his government 
should address a note to the Allied 
Governments and disayow the Monte- 
negrin Committee for’ National Union, 
founded by Mr. Radovich and other 
prominent exiles, which had declared 
itself for the union of Serbia and Monte- 
negro with ‘other Jugoslav —. 
into one independent state. 


The guerilla warfare against the 
Austrian Army carried on by the Monte- 
negrins in the Montenegrin mountains 
under the leadership of General Vesho- 
vich is the strongest protest against the 
treacherous act of King Nicholas, who 
delivered them to the most hated 
enemy, 

In exposing King, Nicholas as. a 
traitor to our country and to our 
Allies we are doing only our patriotic 
duty. We can not allow that the people 
of Montenegro be made responsible be- 
fore the world for treason committed 
by their King against their will. We 
desire that the Montenegrins enter the 
Serbian Commonwealth unsolled, as they 
have deserved by their centuries-long 
struggle. 

Mr. Cattapani is an Italian, and he 
does not understand or does not want 
to understand our national sorrows. His 
imputation that I or my friends tried to 
insult President Wilson, whose enthusi- 
astic admirers we are, is a calumny.

AMERICAN ARTS AND CRAFTS 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am'‘glad your editorial notice of my 
‘‘Open Letter..to the Art Teachers of 
America,’’ published in The American 
Magazine of . Art, has aroused Dr. 
Haney and drawn from him the admis- 
sion that New York has no proper arts 


and crafts school—but New. York is in. 


the same plight as the whole country, 


_which has no properly equipped schools, 


either, Here and there certain crafts 
are taught technically—because in cer- 


| tain localities there is a. demand for cer- 


tain. sorts of craftsmen—and I believe 
those schools are a success. ~ 

But what.is wanted is a national 
school, such as they have in England, 


the: Royal:College of -Art,).or, as ‘ the 


Huns”? have. But when. Dr. Haney 
8 s of Germany having “an indus- 
trial art school with State subsidy in 
every city, big or little, throughout its 
twenty-six. States,”’ he misses the point 
altogether,, though his statement, I be- 
lieve, is correct. Great Britain has the 
same system, and so have many other 
Buropean countries, more or less. In 
the same issue you refer to France and 
Switzerland. But what he does not 
point out is that in the graphic arts— 
at. any rate-—Germany possesses at 
Leipsic a technical school where all 
forms and methods of making books are 
practically taught from type founding 
to book binding, including all methods 
of illustration, engraving, and print- 
ing, and, what is more important, no 
student is admitted to this school unless 
he or she has a diploma, or certificate 
of proficiency from an art school and 
from a high school also; neither the 
rudiments of art or education are taught 
in this workshop—which is what it is— 
but only the technique of the graphic 
arts, to those trained art students who 
are capablé of putting their artistic and 
literary training to practical use. ‘And 
in all the arts and crafts this is, what 
we must have hére—and have at once— 
if at the end of the war we propose to 
compete with the world in the arts-and 
crafts. And this school must be estab- 
lished and carried on by the United 
States Government as the national 
Buropean schools are—that alone will 
give us a national standard of art, 
the students a national aim, and the 
museum which must be attached to it 
a national, an international character, 
because unless our students know the 
work of the world they will know 
nothing. 

Already in Washington in the S Smith- 
sonian we have a graphic art museum, 
though I imagine most of the art teach- 
ers of America never heard of it; al- 
ready we have the National Library, 
and the National Printing Office. All 
we want is a national school directed by 
artists and craftsmen of international 
reputation, and if the Government does 
not establish it as an artistic nation, a 
nation able to compete with others in 
the graphic arts, we shall be wiped out 
when the commercial war begins. 

Twenty-five years ago we were com- 
peting in the graphic arts with the world, 
for our men studied in Europe; today 
we are hopelessly beaten because we are 


‘contented at home, and at the end of 


the war there will be no place for us at 
all in the coming struggle. England 
ever since the commencemént of the war 
has been holding in London exhibitions 
of foreign work in the graphic arts, as 
an inspiration to her artists; she has 
‘been sending her artists’ work to Europe, 
‘to Paris, and here—we have no school, 
no exhibitions, no ideas, no schemes, 
nothing but an ostrich-like belief in our 
non-existent perfection; even what we 
have done in this committee is -not 
known abroad, and hardly known here. 
We must put up—and now—or we will be 
shut up, wiped out, in-the world com- 
petition which is coming.

On the editorial page of the same issue 
there appeared a letter under the cap- 
tion ‘Industrial Arts © Neglected,” 
wherein attention was calléd'to the fact 
that “‘ this country is blind to the oppor- 
tunities which offer in ‘the industrial 
arts.”’ 

In connection with these two articles 
it is of interest to note that France in 
1910 had 221 schools of design, 14 gen- 


schools; that England in 1908 had 37 in- 
dustrial art centres connected with the 
Royal College of Art; and that in Ger- 
many in 1912 there were 35 ‘and 
24 specialized © industrial ” ‘art ' schools. 
The United: States, with a population of 
about 110,000,000, can show ohly's 'gen- 


schools. 

The demand for a system of industrial 
art education for the United States is 
being voiced not only ‘by educators, but 
by manufacturers. The latter, through 
the Art Alliance of America, have held 
numerous meetings during the last few 
months and have secured the interegt of 
the State and Federal authorities. The 
‘recent passage of the Smith-Hughes bill 
permits this co-operation whereby the 
salaties of teachers can be paid’ from 
State and Federal funds, but the land 
and building must be furnished through 
private initiative. The need fs growing 
greater daily; for without well-trained 
designers the United States will not’ be 
able to hold the foremost place in the 
world’s commerce to which she is enti- 
tled from her great supply of raw mate- 
rials. 

Briefly, this system of industrial art 
education looks to see good taste taught 
through the public schools; technical 
training given in schools of design’ to be 
established in every city' of importance; 
and to lead the most talented to further 
specialized training in industrial art 
schools which will be maintained by the 
State and Federal authorities, with the 
close co-operation of the industries. The 
centre of this systém should be a great 
national industrial art school in New 
York City. 

Every manufacturer, whether he real- 
izes it or not, is vitally interested in 
the immediate establishment of this sys- 
tem of industrial art schools. There are 
at present some foreign designers in this 
country who have come here because 
their home plants have been closed by 
the war; upon the establishment. of 
peace they are likely to return to their old 
surroundings. In Herzog’s book on “‘ Ger- 
many’s After War Trade Activities ’’ he 
states distinctly that no technical work- 
ers are to be permitted to leave the 
country! Unless we train our own de- 
signers immediately, we shall be in a 


much worse position in regard to the 
selling qualities of our manufactures 
than we were before and during the war.

It is 
the Prussian beast who is responsible 
for this cataclysm—and Meyerbeer and 
Flotow never gave up, even temporarily, 
their Prussian citizenship—and yet their 
works are played at the Metropolitan. 
But the democratic Wagner, an exile for 
twelve years, whose "' Ring ”’ is a paean 
of democracy, (read Bernard Shaw's 
‘* Perfect Wagnerite ’* to see the paral- 
lel brought out clearly,) must needs be 
banned.

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NEW SCHOOL SYSTEM | 





A National Department of Ediication 
to Bring Abut Needed ——— 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 
George D. Strayer, the newly elect- 
ed President .of the. National Educa- 
tion Association, in an article published 
in Tuz New York Timzs, July. 21, 1918, 
writes: 
“The public schools of the United 
States are facing a most serious crisis. 
Changes—and radical ones—must take 
place in our system of education, not 
only while the war is in progress, but 
after peace has been declared.”” Con~- 
tinuing, he asserts: that ‘‘ the five mill- 
fon or more illiterates in the United 


‘| States of over 10 years of age must be 


educated,”” and that ‘‘the war has 
brought to our attention the alarming 
deficiency in the number of adequately 
trained teachers,”’ 

Just how the war has done this, he 
doés not state. He might also have 
added that in the United States be- 
tween §$750,000,000 and $1,000,000,000 are 
yearly spent upon the public schools; 
that this is much more than ts spent in 
anv other country of the world upon 
public education, ‘and ‘in spite of this 
fact that our pupils are in their studies 
from two to four years behind those of 
England, France, Italy, and Germany. 

There is nothing new in any of these 
statements. ‘No less an authority. than 
the Hon. William H. Taft, in an address 
before the New York State Teachers’ 
Association at Rochester, Nov. 24, 1015, 
according to The Associated Press dis- 
patch, “‘ criticised the present system of 
education in the United States as in- 
efficient and superficial.’’ He called at- 
tention to the poor preparation of teach- 
ers, schoo} Principals, and Superintend- 
ents, and declared that the boys of 
England, France, and Germany were 
better educated than those in this coun- 
try. ‘‘ The German youth of 15,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is as well prepared to enter a 
college course as our boys of 18 and 19."’ 

To emphasize these statements let me 
give some definite instances.. I have a 
detailed report of tests taken in mathe- 
matics by some five hundred students 
who have recently graduated from high 
school and who proposed to enter cer- 
tain of the leading engineering schools 
in the Middle West. These students all 
knew that mathematics was one of the 
subjects that were particularly empha- 
sized in the training of an engineer. 
Not 35 per cent. of these 500 students 
were able to pass examinations in arith- 
metic, ‘elementary algebra, and- plane 
geometry. To show that any 15-year- 
old boy properly trained should pass 
these examinations with ease I’ was able 
through the courtesy of the authorities 
of the Taft School at Watertown, Conn., 
to. have the boys of that institution take 
the same. tests and.with the following 
results: 

Benior Class.—Statement accompany- 
ing papers: ‘*‘ These-boys have had ge- 
ometry this year, No work.in mathe- 
matics last year; algebra was taken two 
years ago; elementary algebra three 
years ago, and arithmetic, four years 
ago. No review of. arithmetic or alge- 
bra.given preceding examination.” : 

Examination of fifteen problems,: five 


and plane geometry, each graded 2. 
Passing grade 21, that is, 70 on a scale 
of 100, Thirty passed; one failed. 

Middle Class.—Statement accompany- 
ing papers: ‘‘ Class has two years more 
in school. Completed their study of 
arithmetic two years previous to time 
of taking this examination. No review.” 

Examination of ten problems in: arith- 
metic and elementary algebra, each 
graded 2. Passing grade 14.. Forty-nine 
passed; one failed. 

A boy, fourteen years old, In a let- 
ter to his father, which letter was sent 
to me, asks: ‘‘ Why did Professor Han- 
cock send such easy examination ques- 
tions to this school ?7 We wrote all the 
arithmetic and algebra questions in fif- 
teen minutes.”’ 

The boys in this school are made to 
work and to study a few fundamental 
subjects.

AMERICAN DYES. 


Can They Compete with Foreign 
Products? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Many people have asked whether the 
American dyes are equal to the Ger- 
man dyes, formerly imported. ‘The idea 
that we were not able to make dyes as 
good as the Germans originated because 
of conditions ‘prevailing at the beginning 
of the great war. As the stock of for- 





eign dyes became exhausted, the domes- 
tic dyer was forced to use any available 
dye, and he thereupon used, for cotton, 
dyes which were intended for wool, and 
vice versa, because the dyes which he 
required were not obtainable. 

The making of colors is a highly spe-' 
clalized business. Colors are not alone 
made for particular. shade, but for dye- 
ing particular fabrics a certain shade, 
and they are further subdivided so that 
they dye a particular fabric for a par- 
ticular purpose. We speak now of 
proper dyeing. Some colors will dye cot- 
ton, wool, or silk equally well, but they 
are rare and-exceptional. ‘The vast ma- 
jority of colors will dye either cotton, 
silk, or wool properly; that is, will show 
a brillflant shade; will not fade. in the 
wash, and they will have other neces- 
sary, good qualities. Cotton colors dye 
cotton; silk’ colors dye silk; wool col- 
ora dyé wool.

" It is of course regrettable that the term 
im question, being by definition based

Obviously the article did not 
attempt to make the term one of uni- 
versal blame or reproach, for it espe- 
¢elally recognized the fact that some 
women of necessity do not marry; and, 
further, that.on account of war condi- 
tions many more will be forced to re- 
main single in the future.

QUESTIONNAIRE METHODS. ; 


One of the most important ‘secondary 
problems connected with any discussion 
of the third sex is that of equal pay 
for women. This idea is usually 
phrased ‘‘ equal pay for equal work,’’ a 
less accurate expression but evidently 
one better suited. for popular con- 
sumption, as it implies a measure of 
justice and fairness which the American 
public instinctively champions without 
much bothering about such futile things 
as economic laws and political prin- 
ciples. Little that is new can be said 
upon this much-debated subject. A very 
interesting fact, however, is that a cor- 
respondent who well describes the es- 
sential injustice and unfairness of this 
third sex ‘‘ slogan,’’ as he calls it, nev- 
ertheless expects that votes for women 
will overthrow this fallacy. He says: 

“‘ It is poor policy for legislators and 
administrative officials to overestimate 
the demands of a minority among 
women voters. When the woman at- 
tains the ballot she will more surely 
vote in the interests of the home than 
she will in the interests of the spinster. 
A ballot.in the hands of the mother will 
be cast for those who recognize the 
claims of the home builder.’’ 

And this view seems in line with the 
prevalent opinions of many men who te 
not at all in sympathy with the extrem- 
ist views advocated by third sex leaders, 
but who, nevertheless, approve of ex- 
tending the suffrage to. women. Such 
men argue that women political leaders 
and their extremist views will be harm- 
less inasmuch as the average woman 
voter, the women they themselves best 
know, will be as conservative as the 
average man voter and so will decline 
to follow radical leadership, will ‘‘ vote 
in the interests of the home.” ‘Is this 
altogether so? If we bear in mind that 
the ‘average male political leader and 
the average male voter have always be- 
longed to the same non-third-sex class, 
while the new female political leaders 
are for the most part of the third sex 
and therefore not of the same class as 
the majority of those whom they claim 
to represent, can it be expected that 
the stream of legislation due to these 
women leaders will be practically de- 
termined, similarly as heretofore in the 
case’of men, by theviews of the aver- 
age’ woman voter? 

To take a recent example: The daily 
press of July 31, 1918, reported that 
the “Woman Suffrage Party of New 
York State intended to take an active 
part in ‘the Fall campaign and that at a 
meeting of its State Board’ it was de- 
cided to send out questions to Assembly 
districts leaders throughout the State to 
be put to candidates. .Mrs. James. Lees 
Laidlaw was quoted as saying: ‘ Dele- 
gations of prominent women are carry- 
ing this questionnaire to each candidate. 
They are being presented at public 
meetings at which prospective candi- 
dates are seeking opportunities to speak 
throughout the State.’’ This question- 
naire in full reads as follows: 

Will you support the Government to

Are you in favor of woman suffrage? 

Will you. support the Federal suf- 
frage’ amendment in its passage 
through Co ss and its ratification 
by the New York State Legislature?

Now, what is the true significance of 
this novel and clever questionnaire 
method of approaching candidates? 
Although most of the questions presented 
are not covered by any party platform 
except the Socialist, and although al- 
most all candidates profess allegiance 
to one party or another, we have here 
a definite threat of organized opposition 
to any candidate who does not subscribe 
to the affirmative of these questions. 
And even conceding that the Woman 
Suffrage Party of New York can control 
relatively only a few votes, these votes, 
if used as a block either for or against 
a candidate, might easily decide a 
primary or an election. No candidate 
is ignorant of this fact, with the result 
that great pressure is exerted upon 
him to answer the questionnaire sat- 
isfactorily to the very shrewd leaders 
of the Suffrage Party. 

* Consequently this organization, al- 
though not a ‘party’ at all, as it puts 


‘up no candidates of its own, neverthe- 


less will exercise a greater control upon 
legislation than it ever could by direct 
action. If it put up its own candidates 
on its own platform they could be op- 
posed by either the regular parties or 
by independent candidates, but by per- 
suading or coercing all’ candidates to 
subscribe in advance to its own plat- 
form, this platform never becomes an 
issue for the voters, whether men or 
women, because they never have a 
chance to vote against it, but must per- 
force vote for it if they vote for any 
candidate whatever. 


MINORITY RULE, 


Thus, to take for example this same 
‘* equal-pay-for-women slogan "’ 80 
much disapproved by the correspondent 
quoted: After the candidates for elec- 
tion this Fall in New York State have 
been ‘‘ seen’’ by the representatives of 
the Woman Suffrage Party armed with 
this. questionnaire it is likely that in 
many districts no candidate will be 
found who will have the political cour- 
age to refuse to subscribe to question 
number five. Consequently both this 
correspondent himself and the average 
woman voter whom he trusts and every 
other voter in that same élection dis- 
trict may go to the polls in November 
and there have no alternative whatever 


‘but to vote for a candidatg@ who sub- 


scribes to an economic andi social nov- 
elty that is really being promoted al- 
most exclusively by the third sex. Such

may seek office, seems most unfortunate, 
as it really operates by sharp political 
practice to disenfranchise a majority 
both of men and women; for if only leg- 
islators can be voted for who stand 
upon a questionnaire platform not ap- 
proved by a majority of the voters, 
what is this but an’ essential disen- 
franchisement regarding: all subjects 
covered by the questionnaire? 

As was said in the former article: ‘‘ If 
@ movement is based upon majorities 
legally expressed it must, whether for 
good or ill, win in a democracy, but if 
it succeeds largely by an adroit playing 
upon the hopes and fears of legislators 
every principle of democratic govern- 
ment is violated.’’ And the same prin- 
ciple applies wherever threats and co- 
ercion cannot be thwarted by the secret 
ballot, whether they ‘be employed 
against candidates for office or in party 
conventions, State Legislatures, or Con- 
gress itself. 

The same considerations as to the dis- 
enfranchisement of the majority of 
course apply. to the rest of. this: ques- 
tionnaire. With the exception of ques- 
tions one and six, evidently intended té 
give a patriotic flavor to the dose the 
candidate is asked to swallow, it would 
probably be difficult to find a commit- 
tee of experts even of the. same political 
faith who would substantially agree 
upon affirmative answers to al] these 
questions. For instance, the fourth 
question states that the -school legis- 
lation approved by the State Department 
of Education has proved most successful 
elsewhere. How many candidates are 
competent to pass upon this complex 
question? The matter of a wage com- 
mission for women workers implies 
minimum wage legislation to follow, 
about which, as well/’as about some of 
* our present labor laws’ *(the full 
crew law, for example,) there is much 
honest difference of opinion. The last 
two questions on the list require further 
explanation for intelligent answers. 
What labor laws are referred to? What 
is ‘‘ progressive '’ legislation and what 
is the test of progressiveness? Evidently 
the Socialists and the Bolsheviki .con- 
sider any other program than their own 
not ‘ progressive.’’ The last. question 
on the list, however, is a veritable god- 
send to the perplexed candidate by 
reason. of its comfortable vagueness. 
What candidate of any party would 
hesitate to admit that he is for ‘‘ pro- 
gressive legislation,’’ if embarrassing 
details are not mentioned? 

This practical disenfranchisement of 
the majority is also seen in the suffrage 
planks of the questionnaire, questions 
two and three, for upon this point we 
have the election figures of last Fall 
when the up-State voters in New York 
gave a majority against suffrage for 
w6men, although the measure was car- 


fied in New York City. As the men of 
this population of over five millions re- 


pudiated woman suffrage it is a fair in- 
ference that the women of the same 
community ‘possessed similar views on 
the subject, ‘in spite of the claims made 
by the suffrage leaders. It will be 
noted, however, that this questionnaire 
is not to be confined to New York City 
candidates where presumably majorities 
of ‘both men and women voters, in spite 
of recent defections from the Socialist 


Party on account of its notorious lack 


of patriotism, still favor woman suf- 
frage in general, although not neces- 


| sarily the Federal suffrage amendment. 


The questionnaire is also to be sent. to 
the other half of the State where the 
voters do not wish woman suffrage in 
general and, a@ posteriori, certainly not 
by Federal amendment, and this up- 
State half, it may be remembered, con- 
tains a population exceeding. the com- 
bined populations of seven or eight of 


sale disenfranchisement of majorities 
under the guise of a harmless question- 
naire shows that the third sex women 
politicians. have little of practical poli- 
tics to learn from the men, however 
much they may have failed to learn 
statesmanship. 

An interesting commentary upon the 
patriotic first question of this question- 
naire is found in the plan of this same 
Woman Suffrage Party of New York, as 
a part of its educational campaign for 
the benefit of women voters, to extend 
the opportunity of its platform to Mr. 
Hillquit as representing the Socialist 
Party. To invite under the thin plea of 
nonpartisanship the foremost repre- 
sentative of the notoriously un-Amer- 
ican faction of the Socialist Party—the 
party which resolved that our declara- 
tion of war against Germany was “a 
crime against the people of the United 


world ’’—to address’ the new women 
voters upon the duties of American citi- 
genship serves to show. how little value 
the suffrag¢ leaders themselves place 
upon the opening sentence ofstheir own 
questionnaire. Evidently, however, by 
thus paying their political debts they at 
least cannot be accused of ingratitude 
for the help received in the last election 
from Mr. Hillquit and his party. 


RADICAL LEGISLATION. 


It is, accordingly, not easy to agree 
with those who assume that the entry 
of women into politics does not portend 
@ very considerable amount of radical 
methods and radical legislation, especi- 
ally so long as the suffrage organiza- 
tions are not disbanded and the votes of 
even a few women are controlled by the 
suffrage leaders. In this connection it 
must be remembered that the experi- 
ence of the older suffrage States can af- 
ford but little light on the present situa- 
tion, as it is only very recently that ‘the 
suffragists have had any success what- 
ever in the East and in all the W 
States male voters: have always pos- 
sessed large majorities. 

In the Hastern suffrage States; the 
women voters are already almost if not 
equal or more than equal: in numbers 


men are under arms in. camps and 
abroad, and in the near future there is 
every prospect of women voters having, 
for at: least a generation, large per- 
manent majorities on account ,of the 
casualties to men in the' great war.~ As 
this situation becomes more evident it 
will be borne in upon even the etisy- 
going male .voter, who assumes that 
women will surely vote ‘‘in the interests | 
of the home,’’ that the third sex poli- 
ticlang know their power and are 
determined to use it, and by no means 
always in the interests of the home. If

franchisement of the negro and the 
recent. extension of the. franchise to 
women in England; and quite another 
thing to -extend .the franchise to a 
class which either now constitutes or 
very soon will constitute an actual 


moverhent in the past few years ex- 
emplifies at every turn the power of a 
skillfully used minority to enforce its 
will against an unorganized majority. 
With only one victory at the polis in 
the last four years, as opposed to nine 
defeats in the same time, with a total 
record at the polls in this country to 
date, covering thirty campaigns, of fa- 
voring majorities totaling less than 200,- 
000 votes, and of adverse majorities to- 
taling'mdre than 1,300,000 votes—we yet 
see the Federal suffrage amendment 
passed by the House of Representatives 
and almost passed by the Senate. We 
see the Congressmen from a State that 
gave a majority against. suffrage of 
almost two to one nevertheless only 
three. months later all’ voting for 
@ measure designed to force suf- 
frage upon their State at the behest of 
other States—a flagrant violation of that 
principle, of home rule upon which a 
democracy is supposed to rest. We see 
the President reversing his own previ- 
ously expressed opinions and exerting 
his personal influence to the utmost in 
endeavoring by public letters to induce 
Senators to vote for this same amend- 
ment against their convictions... 


Surely the adoption of all such means 
is enough to cast suspicion upon the 
merits of any cause. The leaders of a 
movement who, at a time when the na- 
tion is straining every nerve to meet the 
tremendous war burdens imposed upon 
it, resort to the practice of trying to 
force a constitutional amendment 
through Congress by wire-pulling and 
threats rather than attempt “a straight- 
forward appeal to the voters of the dif- 
ferent States, thereby create a pre- 
sumption. that they do not want the 
voters to pass upon their cause, that 
they are afraid of a verdict at the 
polls, that they do not believe in ma- 
jority rule unless the majority be in 
their favor. : 

Moreover it is evident that the women 
leaders are cleverly seeking to take ad- 
vantage of abnormal war conditions by 
the specious argument that women are 
entitled to the franchise as a reward for 
war work. None will deny that the 
women of this country, as distinguished 
from many of the third sex leaders, have 
done loyal- work in aid of the war, but, 
what of the men? Have they, too, done 
nothing deserving of a reward? If 
casualty lists are any evidence on this 
point they certainly show that in any 
war where a country is not invaded by 
far the greater partion of the physical 
suffering at least and of the fatalities 
falls to the lot of the men. None can 
object to rewarding both men and 
women war workers, but it seems not 
altogether savoring of justice to reward 
the women at the expense of the men, 
and yet ‘this is exactly what is sought 
when the franchise is claimed by women 
as a reward for war work. If the fran- 
chise possessed by a man has any value, 
when the electorate is doubled, or more 
than doubled, the value’ of his vote is 
necessarily decreased by half, or more 
than half. Thereby the vote which he 
jras formerly supposed to possess large- 
ly on_account of the nation’s right to 
require his life in its defense, which 
obligation is not and never has been 
shared by women, is cheapened under 
the plea of rewarding another. If this 
reward to women did not have to be in 
effect paid by the men, who certainly do 
not deserve less of their country when 
shedding their blood for it than in peace 
times, this argument of votes for women 
as a reward for war services would: be 
more’ plausible. But under actual con- 
ditions women cannot, be rewarded in 
‘this fashion without thereby depreciat- 
fing the vote of every home-coming sol- 
dier, to say nothing of all the male war- 
workers who do the same noncombatant 
work that seems to some so meritorious 
when done by women. And yet male 
war workers are supposed to be suffi- 
ciently rewarded by their wages. 

The suspicion will not down tHat the 
third sex leaders are trying in every 
way to’ speed ‘women’s equality, or 
rather’ supremacy, at the polls, for the 
reason that they think they stand a bet- 
ter show of sticcess now with millions of 
men ‘voters abroad’ and in training 
camps than later with many of the 
same men at home to be persuaded 
under’ more nearly normal cenditions. 
The public has frowned upon all, at- 
tempts both of labor and of capital to 
improve their relative positions during 
the war, with the result that a practical 
truce has been effected for the dura- 
tion of the war as to all aggressive 
measures on the part of either. But 
the third sex leaders. are undisturbed 
by any. such considerations. They have 
declared’ no truce Guring the period of 
the war, but are spending money, time, 
and energy without stint in an endeavor 
to “secure every advantage possible 
while, the country at large is too busily 
engaged in the serious business of win- 
ning thé war to give the suffrage ques- 
tion the full attention it deserves and 
would receive in times of peace. 


EARLY WOMEN REFORMERS. 


One vigorous critic of the former ar- 
ticle refers at length to the early his- 
tory of the woman’s movement in this 
country and instances two out of the 
three women, prominent. therein from 
“1850 to 1860, as being the mothers, of 

families. Probably this early rec-" 
ord of child-bearing has not since been 
equaled, for no reference is made to any 
later leaders in the movement as being 
so blessed with children.» The statement 
has been elsewhere publicly made, by 
the way, that all of the eight foremost 
national leaders of woman suffrage of

sirability of even the normal married 
woman entering or re-entering the wage- 
earning clases. so there can be ne 
criticism per se of a married woman's 
engaging in reform work. Moreover, by 


the very definition there laid -down, | 


neither Elizabeth Cady Stanton nor 
Lucretia Mott could be classed as be- 
longing to the third sex at all. The 
present writer would be the last one. to 
deny the very valuable work performed 
by these early women pioneers in obtain- 
ing more just legislation for women. No 
oné today would wish to place womah 
again under the legal disabilities which 
then handicapped her. A significant 
point of this early history of the woman 
movement is that these women pioneers, 
who never - represented more than’ a 
very small minority either of men or 
women, who never threatened a candi- 
date with a .questionnaire backed by a 
claimed solid woman's vote, were yet 
able to succeed in vitally changing wom- 
an’s-status before the law. Evidently 


rather than votes for women. Eividently, 
too, the men legislators were impressed 
by their appeals for justice, for in those 
days petitioning women did petition and 
did not threaten legislators. It accord- 
ingly seems a far cry from Miss An- 
thony, with her 6,000 petition signatures, 
to the militant tactics of those claiming 
to represent the woman’s movement of 
the present day. 

Of course the assumption of this 
critic, who seems to favor the Socialist 
Party, is that the present leaders of the 
movement will be equally appreciated in 
the future. The verdict of oncomihg 
generations is difficult to predict, but 
to the average man it seems hard to 
compare the prosperous leaders of an 
almost fashionable cause, having State 
budgets running into the hundreds of. 
thousands and an aggressive organiza- 
tion extending throughout the country, 
with those early pioneers referred to. 
And judged by the changes effected it 
may well be doubted whether those pi- 
oneers did not actually accomplish, and 
certainly at infinitely less expense, 
much more than any group of women 
have since accomplished. Probably the 
status of woman in New York State 
since obtaining the suffrage is really 
less changed relatively from her former 
status, looked at from every viewpoint, 
than was the change in her. status 
brought about by the legislation of two: 
generations ago. Possibly the ‘‘ mar- 
tyrs’’ of the riots before the White 
House will: be canonized later. Possibly 


at all, will apply to them merely the 
German definition of the third sex men- 
tioned by this same critic. 

\In jumping from what may be called 
the ancient history of the woman’s 
movement in this country to: more re- 
cent times, this same critic refers to 
‘“the women votes that the late Mr. 
Mitchel and Mr. Hylan received,’’ and 
says that ‘‘Mr. Hillquit received also 
his quota,”” evidently laboring under the 
impression that women’s votes were 
cast in New York City last November 
for the gentlemen named. This is hard- 
ly the general view. 


PARENTHOOD BY THE FITTSST. 


Apart from but underlying all prob- 
lems of government and economics is 
the more basic one of life itself, of 
the human raw material which must 
exist before there can be any human 
problems at all. As this basic problem 
involves the quality as well as the 
amount of this human material, any 
movement must be judged in part at 
least by its attitude toward this ques- 
tion of quality and quantity reproduction 
as applied to the race itself, and es- 
pecially as applied to our particular 
part of the race. Viewing the various 
women’s movements in this light, can 
we say that their influence has been 
or is being exerted altogether in accord 
with the best principles of eugenics? 


longer to be treated as either a beast 
of burden or a plaything or a mere 
machine for reproducing the species, 
have not the present third sex leaders 
of feminism and suffrage gone much 
too far to the other extreme by slight- 
ing woman's reproductive function, in 
stressing careers for women and their 
economic independence, and by en- 
deavoring to make identical the activi- 
tiés of women in the world at large as 
compared with those of men? 

In. the former article reference was 
made to the disinclination of many of 
the most promising young women to 
marry and have ‘families. This same 
situation has been referred to by Roger 
W. Babson, the eminent statistician and 
writer on social topics, who, after re- 
ferring to the American woman and her 
‘* one child,’’ concludes: 

‘‘Unless there is some change, the 
self-respecting, honest young man who 
wishes to have a family can do only one 
thing—naniely, to forget the American 
woman entirely and marry a frank, 
healthy specimen,of some other nation.” 

Probably from’ the eugenic viewpoint 
this is the best solution of the prcblem 
if American women arc to follow blindly 
the advice of'-some of the third sex 
women leaders of the present day, for 
it seems safe to assume that the average 
man who marries will not cheerfully 
accept even a wife’s career or her eco- 
nomic independentc aé a substitute for a 
family. And his views in this respect 
are supported by nature’s highest sanc- 
tion, that of race preservation. Some 
women, of course, have achieved in all 
these lines of endeavor, but for the 
great majority of women insistence upon 
the first two Hines. mentioned implies 
failure with respect to the third, 

In the former discussion of the third. 
sex it wad stated that our population 
seems to be “kept up to its present 
numbers only by the fecundity of its 
least promising portions,’’ and that in 
any event society ‘‘ will still be the 
loser in the long run unless the most

If this.conclusion be sound, does it not 
imply that every woman representative 
of such portion of society who willfully 
disregards “or violates this principle 
thereby tends to weaken society at

** The Goverhment, in adjusting its ex- 
cess profits tax, says that a corporation 
may: exempt an’ amount equal to the 
average annual profit of the business 
»for the three years preceding the war. 
Is it fair to a playwright who has a hit 
in. .1918, hg@ving had no. success in the 
three years prior to the war, although 
he labored as hard and invested as 
much ‘in his effort then, that his total 
income for 1918 shall be regarded as 
excess profits? 

“A similar condition exists in oil pro- 
duction. The popular idea that oil pro- 
duction is standardized and industrjally 
Stabilized is entirely erroneous. It is 
100 per cent. wildcatting today, as it 

ways has been. Every man as well as 

very corporation that starts to sink an 
oil well does so in the spirit of the 
gambler, with the chances very much 


to find oil his investment on that sinking 
will be a total loss and that the only 
way for him to get anything back will 
be to succeed in some other sinking. 
When he does succeed his profits are 
correspondingly high. 

-'* However, if the Government says to 
him that it will take two-thirds or four- 
fifths or nine-tenths of the profits on his 
rare successes, the oil prospector far 
and. wide will simply cease to risk his 
money in new prospecting. 

. “If ofl prospectors cease to risk their 
money in new development the oil in- 
dustry will perish. There is not endugh 
supply on hand to keep things going for 
! six months. If you cut off the incentive 
to prospect, you automatically stop the 
supply.’’ ° 

The National Petroleum War Service 
Committee, through its Chairman, A. 
C. Bedford, appointed a sub-committee 
to consider this question of taxation. In 
its report, Chairman Henry L. Doherty 
of the sub-committee elaborates what 
Mr. Doheny said to the writer. 

The report of Mr. Doherty’s committee 
is in substance as follows: 

‘* When the last Revenue bill was 
passed it was done under great pressure 
and deliberate consideration could not 
be given to accuracies of equities, nor 
full consideration be given to tax burr 
dens which might prove unwise for the 
general good of the nation. 

‘It is fair to assume that the commit- 
tee will endeavor to correct ineaunitiee

‘and will have’ some experience to 
guide them as to what burdens may 
prove unwisé as war measures. - “1 

“The following’ pdints all seem to 
have an important bearing in the fram- 
ing of a revenue bill as it relates to the 
oil industry, and if properly presented 
will no doubt be given due considera- 
tion. ‘ ity : 

** First—The entire stock of oll in stor- 
age above ground is seldom more than 
the equivalent,of approximately’ a six 
months’ supply.. Every barrel of oil 
taken out‘of an existing well brings that 
well that much nearer the end of its.ex- 
istence. Every barrel of oil taken out. of 
an existing pool brings that pool that 
much hearer the end of its existence. 
New wells must constantly be drilled and 
new~ pools’ must constantly be found ‘to 
maintain sufficient oil to meet the ever- 
increasing demands. ; 

“The simplest law of supply and de-. 
mand has been utilized to encourage the 
production of ofl when it was ‘needed 
and to discourage the prodyction of oil 
when jit was not néeded and would prove. 
a drug on.the market. Whenever the 
larger oi] companies had to commence 
drawing on their stocks they have ad- 
vanced the price of crude oil to what- 
ever point was necessary to stimulate 
exploration and additional drilling. 
When \a surplus of oil was secured, or 
seemed certain, the price was dropped 
in an effort to prevent.overproduction. 


‘““The very nature of the business is |’ 


one wherein abrupt and violent fluctua- 
tions in prices are inevitable. When 
underground sources of oil are tapped 
there ig no accurate method of deter- 
mining the extent of production that 
may be expected, as.can be done by 
diamond drilling a coal field or blocking 
out large bodies of coal or other ores. 
Tank capacity, pipe lines,.and refineries 
must be built to handle this oil, and 
what may seem like a large profit for a 
year or two may be ‘entirely wiped out 
by subsequent losses. 

,.‘‘ It was urged in the previous bill that 
the earning power of each branch of the 
oil business was unstable and that it 
was inequitable and -unwise to allow 
only the same rules for classification as 
to capital with the same increments of 
earnings and the same, percentages of 
those applied to the more highly sta- 
bilized businesses. 

““The justice of these representations 
was generally admitted, but for lack of 
time and for lack of concrete recom- 
thendations no distinction was made, for 
instance, between any branch of the oil 
business and such other stable busi- 
nesses. as savings banks and ventures 
where practically no loss is ever experi- 
enced, . : 

“A business. in which taxes paid on 
what would seem to be excess profits in 
one year and which may shrink to defi- 
cits in succeeding years, with possibly 
the entire loss of the investment, is at 
least entitled to some special consid- 
eration. y 

“* Second: The price of crude oil has 
not been advanced to any great extent 


to the outbreak of the Huropean ‘war, 
while everything 
must use 
advanced enormously. : 

“ The..tendency ‘is constantly toward 
the necessity fordeeper drilling, and 
unless. a much greater yield is realized 
from: many of the older pools, the en- 
tire: production over the life of these 
pools will not be’ sufficient to.pay back 
the money expended for the production 
of oil. ey eee 

‘Third: Heretofore the reward for 
exploration or wildcat “operations was 
100° per cent.: of ‘loss to the promoters 
if success’ failed: to: crown their efforts, 
a 100- percent. profit if. success did 
crown their efforts.. Under the existing 
Revenue bill the wildcat operator must 
continue to béar'100 pér cent. of the. loss 
if his venture ‘isa failure, but in event 
of success he, must divide with the Gov- 
ernment upward of 60 per cent. of his 
earnings. op aaet 

“As not more than one well out of 
every hundred strictly ‘ wildcat’ opera- 
tions proves profitable, we cannot help’ 
but .expect to see a further. and further 
diminution in wildcat operations. The 
effect of this tax bill is not yet fully 
appreciated by the class of oil. pro- 
ducers who make a business of wild- 
catting, ‘and as this ‘becomes more and 
more apparent to them the’ discourage- 
ment is bound to become more and 
more general. 

‘‘Fourth: While exploration work for 
finding new pools of oil is carried on to 
some extent by the large producing 
companies, the great bulk of this work 
is carried on by men who make it a 
regular business, As.rapidly. as they 
find and develop new producing terri- 
tory. to a@ proven production they sel} 
the developed property and start vut on 
further wildcat ventures.. Under the

‘Strictly speaking, the profits from 
the oil business are heither war brofits, 
nor are they excess profits. It is a 
‘business somewhat similar to the search 
for precious ore, and one of the West- 
ern Congressmen drew an apt example 
‘on the floor of ‘Congress by pointing out 
that-a prospector might roam the hills 
for forty years searching for gold and 
might strike his mine in 1914 and then, 
on account of making a large profit 
during the war period, he would be

The Neues Wiener Journal, also of 
Aug. 16, and also in a leading article, 
similarly lectured neutrals and the Swiss 
in particular on the necessity of their 
intervening to:put an end to the war, 
and not intervening too late. It is all 
very well, it argued, to keep your peace 
— dry, but powder may be kept dry 

wo long that at length it spoils. After 
urging that the prestige of belligerents 
is nowise diminished by contemplating 
the preliminary negotiations leading to 
an “honorable peace,’’ it ‘concluded: 
“Thus every delay on the part of neu- 
trals in negotiating for peace appears in 
the light of a sin of omission against 
mankind.”’ 

The Neue Frele Presse, Aug. 16, emits 
something very like a growl, asserting 
that the war can only be ended by a 
peace by understanding, and that it is 
for neutrals to take the initiative in 
bringing about such a peace. 

Now, what is at the bottom of all the 
writing and. peace propaganda? It is 
this—that within the next two or three 
wetks, possibly even by the time this 
article appears in print, Germany é&nd 
Austria will issue a peace offer of such 
a “‘ generous’’ nature that they expect 
it to result in setting a large section of 
people in Italy, France, Great Britain, 
and the United Btates against the war, 
and making them ask, ‘“‘ Why should wé 
go on fighting? ”’ 


‘These, I fakes on the 
authority, are the neatly 
Germany and Austria.‘'To 
carrying out these plans 


which, I hear, they intend to do, 

have not already done so, the Govern- 
ment will, they hope, then have the sup- 
port of the Swiss people. 

Some of the German-controlled papers 
are already preaching the necessity of 
the Swiss Government’s mediating. Two 
days ago @ paper in Berne, owned by a 
German and, of course, highly pro-Ger- 
man in politics, argued that peace medi- 
ation should come from a neutral demo- 
cracy, and that Switzerland was more 
suited to mediate than any other. Other 
pro-German, German-Swiss papers 
which, since the béginning of August, 
1914, have been systematically crawling 
at the feet of Germany, and have never 
published a word of protest about the 
violation of Relgian neutrality, the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania or of hospital 
ships,-or any other abomination com- 
n.itted hy poi are now beginning, 
walking Agag-like delicacy, to 
question, vig sentences. as involved as 
they are hypocritical, whether the moral 
disadvantages of a deed, stich as the 
German march through Belgium, may 
not after all more than outweigh the 
military advantages. For instance, Der 
Bund of Rerne, (Aug. 30, 1914,) com~- 
menting: on the German announcement 
of the destruction of Louvain, ‘said: ‘ It 
is terrible that: such judgments as this 
should still. be necessary in present-day 
wars. But a population which fires on 
troops must make up its mind to the 
worst.” 

Thus did this ostensibly neutral paper 
apologize for Germany a month after 
the outbreak of war. Not quite four 
years later, (Aug. 18, 1918,) it is discov- 
ering that Germany made @ moral mis- 
take in violating Belgian neutrality, and 
that before there can be peace ‘““the Bel- 
gian thorn must first be extracted from 
thie soul of the peoples. ‘This is our 
firm conviction. So long as the oocu- 
pant insists on making Belgium, which 
was occupied merely for military pur- 
poses, an~object of barter, there cannot 
be any understanding, because there 
cannot be any conciliation.”’

ORIGIN OF “OLD GLORY” 





LD Glory as a popular name of the 
American flag is said to have been 
applied first in 1881 by a Salem 

(Mass.) skipper named William Driver, 
who was at that time Captain of the 
brig Charles Doggett. 

Captain Driver was a successful deep 
sea sailor, and at the time of bestowing 
the nate “‘ Old Glory ’’ on the flag he 
was preparing to shape the brig’s course 
to the Southern Pacific. 

Just before the brig left Salem a 
young man at the head of a party of 
friends saluted Captain Driver on the 
deck of his vessel and presented him 
with a large and beautifully made 
American flag. It was sent aloft, and 
when flung to the breeze Captain Driver. 
christened it ‘‘ Old Glory.” He took it 


when old age forced him to relinquish 
the sea, he treasured the flag as an old 
friend. 
In 18387 Captain Driver moved to Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and he died there in 1886, 
Prior to the outbreak of hostilities be- 
twen the North and South “ Old Glory ”’ 
was flung to the breeze day from 
the window of Captain Driver's Nash- 
ville house, but when the conflict began 
the old flag had to. be secreted. It was 
kept out of sight till General Nelson’s 
wing of the Union Army appeared in 
Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 27, 1862, when

WAYS OF STORING 


\ 


SWEET POTATOES 





HB proper storage of sweet potatoes 
is one of the most important food- 
conservation measures that can be 

put into effect in the Southern States, 
according to United States t 
of Agriculture officials. No le 
product produced in the South is of. as 
great importance as the sweet potato, 
and none, as a rule, is 30 poorly han- 
dled, 

To keep this crop in good condition the 
potatoes must be- well matured before 








digging, carefully handled, well dried, or 


cured, after being put into the storage 
house, and kept at uniform temperature 
after they are cured. The only safe and 
practical method of storing sweet pota- 
toes is in a well-built, up-to-date stor- 
age house. : 

Suggestions on storing sweet potatoes 
and detailed information on how to con- 
struct a suitable storage house are con- 
tained in Farmers’ Bulletin 970, recently 
published by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


_ The grower can judge when his sweet | near 


springs should be used. Sweet potatoes 
should never be thrown from one row to 
another, loaded loosely into a wagon 
body, or hauled in bags, becausé any 
one of these practices will bruise them 
and afford an opportunity for disease 
to enter. 

The third and fourth essentials, 
thorough drying and a uniform tempera- 
ture, may be secured in a storage house 
where artificial heat can be supplied.

Cabinet in London. He was not at 


'-Miberty to discuss what was done and 


the session of the Cabinet and 
Imperial War Conference, but 
something definite to say about 

recent speech by Dr. Solf, German 
Minister for the Colonies, (although 
Germany has no such possessions,) who 
put the colonial aim at the very fore- 
front of German war aims. 

* Dr. Solf was once Governor of the 
‘Samoa Islands,’’ Premier Massey ob- 
_ Served, ‘‘ and we know something about 
him in New Zealand. It is interesting 
to recall a remark he made just after 
this war began. When something was 
said to him about the loss of Germany’s 
eolonies, he said, in effect: ‘It is Great 
Britain's turn today. When peace comes 
it will be our turn. Then we shall not 
be satisfied merely with the return to 
us of all our colonies, but we shall de- 
mand and take some of those now in 
Great Britain’s possession.’ 

“ne fate of the German colonies 
after the war, especially those in the 
Pacific Ocean, is a problem in which 
Australia and New Zealand are vitally 
interested. They have constituted a 


- burming question for us during the last 


half century. It was about fifty years 
ago that the natives of the islands in 
the Southern Pacific became uneasy at 
the possibility of domination by Ger- 
many, and they appealed to the British 
Government to annex them or establish 
@ protectorate over them. The British 





Government declined, and the difficulty 
continued until Germany got possession 
of the Marshall, Carolina, and Mariana 
(or Ladrone) Islands, Samoa, and the 
greater part of New Guinea, despite the 
protest of Australia and New Zealand. 


“The Samoan group is a rich 
sion, but its chief value is strategic; as 
for New Guinea, it is but two days’ sail 
from the Australian coast. So long as 
Germany exercised dominion over these 
islands they were the worst neighbors, 
imaginable. 

“Within fen days after the outbreak 
of the war New Zealand started her 
first contingent of troops to take pos- 
session of the Samoas. It was per 
2,000 men, but it was the vanguard of 
those others now in control of that 
group. New Zealand does not want ter- 
ritory, and did not go into this war 
with any thought of acquiring territory, 
but she is utterly opposed to the re- 
establishment of German authority in 
these islands. 

“‘It has been suggested that an inter- 
allied commission be formed to govern 
the German colonies, but joint control 
of territorial possessions has never 
proved a success. France and Great 
Britain have joint control now of the 
New Hebrides, but it is not working out 
well. Once Egypt was under the joint 
control of France and England, and it 
proved an unsuccessful plan. At one 
time Samoa was under a kind of joint 
control of the United States, Germany, 
and England, and that was not success- 
ful efther. 

‘“‘ Australian troops are now in posses- 
sion of New Guinea, and Australia is 
more vitally interested in that country 
than any other. New Zealand troops 
are in charge of the Samoas. Japanese 
troops are in charge of the islands north 
of the equator formerly controlled by

Governments should not remain in con- 
trol, although: that is a matter to be 
determined at the peace table. - The 
{main point is that none of these pos- 
sessions|must be ‘returned to Germany.” 
' Democratization of the British colonial 
system is' foreshadowed from the éxperi- 
ence of the Imperial. War‘ Conference, 
in Premier Massey's opinion. He says 
that. after. the war Great Britain will 
maintain an Imperial Cabinet in which 
all her dominions will be represented by 
their Prime Ministers. or other officials, 
and that the process of direct’ repre- 
sentation is certain to proceed still fur- 
ther. At present all the colonies are 
represented in the War Cabinet and the 
War Conference, which is now to be held 
periodically during the war, instead of 
annually, as seemed the intention at the 
outset. Until the establishment of this 
assemblage at the beginning of 1917 the 
commons had no direct representation. 

The assemblage which Premier Mas- 
sey has just attended was his second. 
He was accompanied by the Minister of 
Finance of New Zealand, and on his 
return has the company of his son, 
Frank George Massey, about whom a 
word may be said here. 

George Massey (it is so: his friends 
know, him) entered the service volun- 
tarily as a private soon after the war 
began and fought first in Egypt. Then 
he was transferred to the western front, 
and for three years he fought there. 
In the first battle of the Somme he was 
in action twenty-three successive days 
and was cited for gallantry. Later he 
was transferred to the Royal Irish 
Rifles, with whom he fought at Mes- 
sines. For bravery there the Military 
Cross was awarded to him, and, later, 
he was mentioned again in dispatches. 
When the German offensive began last 
March he was in command of a bat- 
talion. The D. S. O. was conferred on 
him for the skill with which he handled’ 
his men and inflicted great loss on the 
enemy at small cost to his battalion. 

It was during these engagements that 
the son did, or did not, as you choose,

New Zealand’s: foreign trade, like its 
per capita wealth, is big. After the war 
began, until 1916, its exports ranged 
from $150,000,000 to $170,000,000.

tion. From 7 A. M. until 9 P. M. they 
labored patiently with the registrants 
who came before them, recording the 
answers to. questions with meticulous 
care and distributing the blue cards 
which signified that the act of registra- 
tion had been performed and that the 
holder was now ready to be classified in 
the draft. In this city there were some 
10;060-of ‘these registers doing the work 
for the love of-it, and loving’ the work, 
because it was all in the interest of ‘the 
country ‘and the. cause ‘for a the 
country ‘stood. 

Any school in the at would hens of- 
fered a typical-picture on Thursday of 
the process by which 800,000. men were 
registered in New York. A school. teach-— 
er, usually young, leaning over her desk 
and filling out a yellow card, with . the 
little benches in front of her occupied, 
not by the ten and eleven year old chil- 
‘dren for: whom they’ were built, but by 
large-sized men who’ were waiting to be 
‘registered and who were in the mean- 
while trying to squeeze themselves into 
desk seats they had outgrown,,. fifteen, 


Finding 
the seats impossible, they would sit. on 


the desks, and if the desks threatened to 
give: way under the burden they would 
stand up and wait obediently for the 
beck and call ofthe school teacher just 
as they must have done many years 
ago, when. in a similar room, from a 
similar bench, by a similar school teach- 
er, they were summoned to the black 
board to spell out for the first time the 
word ‘* patriotism.’’

“gm § these lines are written, (Sept. 
A 12,) ‘news has been received 

that the American Army has 

* ‘attacked on a ten-mile front 

on‘ the southern leg of the St. Mihiel 

salient; on what has been known as 

the Toul front, the French, acting on 

the western leg .as if P pinch the 
aglient dut. 

This move is directed against Metz, 
the great German base in Lorraine, 
and strikes at the very foundation of 
the German positions in France. It is 
a move to flank the entire German 
Afmy_and ‘send it hurrying back to- 
ward the Rhine. I do not mean that 
it is anticipated that any such grand 
objective is contemplated in this par- 
ticular attack. But the ultimate ob- 
ject of this attack, which is but the 
first of many that Germany will have 
to sustain in this section of the front, 
is just that. We are seeking to get 
into the valley of the Rhine—into 
Strassburg, Germersheim, Mayence. 
Toward these the American attack 
will eventually lead. It is a move de- 
signed to flank the difficult country of 
the Ardennes and of Luxemburg, to 
reduce Germany: west of the Rhine to 
the same pitiable state to which she 
has reduced Belgium and northeastern 
France. It is the first step in the 
move for a military decision. 

| OCH’S PROBLEM. 

Nothing is more futile than prophecy 
in war, particularly in .a war where 
the conditions surrounding a given 
operation are little known. In pre- 
vious wars the. general strength of 
opposing armies was well known, their 
positions at given times within the 
knowledge. of all.. It was’ possible 
then by a study of conditions and 
movements to figure with some pre- 
tense to accuracy what a given move 
might. mean and what the.result of 
such a move would be. At the pres- 
ent time, however, there are too 
many unknown factors to permit even 
an intelligent guess on a great many 
matters. But in spite of the futility 
of. speculation,: it is well to recognize 
the elements of the problem which the 
allied commander now has facing him 
and the possible steps for its solution. 

At the outset it might be said with 
fair assurance that it is no part of 
Foch's plan to get the German Army 
out of France by manoeuvring alone. 
Strategy never yet has won a war. 
‘Wars are won entirely by tactics, 
after strategy has given this side or 
that a certain advantage of position. 
In the final analysis it is force and 
military strength that get the decision. 
It is the part of military genius so 
to direct this force that it may be ap- 
plied with maximum effect to a vital 
point. ; 

To manoeuvre the Germans out of 
France and Belgium and to allow them 
to get back through the manoeuvre 
with their forces relatively unimpaired 
does not bring us one day nearer a 
military decision, except in so far as 
it may provoke unrest in Germany— 
something on which we dare not and 
youst not count. We may hope for 
such assistance from the interior of 
Germany. We certainly cannot count 
on it. In analyzing the problems and 
the plans to meet them we must 
begin with the assumption that the 
idea may be to get Germany back to 
her own borders, but to get her there 
in a weakened condition, -as a result 
of the. fighting by which she was in- 
duced to make the retreat, 

From Arras to the North Sea, the 
Germans are practically back in the 
positions they have held since 1915. 
Some slight changes have occurred-in 
and about. Flanders, but the general 
situation remains the same. Their 
front is held tegether by the string of 
‘bases, admirably connected, which be- 
gins at Ostend and runs southward, 
including Roulers, Menin, Roubaix, 
Lille, Douai, and Cambrai. All of 
these are directly connected by rail 
and form an excellent chain by which 

' effective and rapid distribution of ma- 
terials can be made. This chain, how- 


éver, fails when any one link in it has 
, been broken, and, if it is desired to 
drive the.Germans back in the north 
and inflict the maximum damage, this 
“chain must: be broken. ' 
“There-is another, point to this fylly 
‘ as iniportant as .the strictly military

is sintvahy recognized, ‘and has’ been 
emphasized by the efforts of the Brit- 
ish to choke the channels ‘of these 
ports. If, this chain of military. bases 
is’ broken it is entirely conceivable— 
indeed, it is prabable—that the Ger- 
mens will have to fall back in Bel- 
gium,: giving up all of the coast line 
and resting their flank on the frontier 
of Holland instéad. 

This will mean that the German 
submarines will have to operate from 
a German base instead of a Belgian 
base. The nearest German base 
which will answer the purpose is at 
the mouth of the Weser River; possi- 
bly submarines may be forced to oper- 
ate from still further east, at the 
mouth of the Elbe. This will mean the 
addition of at least 350 mijes to the 
distance which the submarines will 
have. to go before: they can begin 
operations. Inasmuch as they, have 
to return home at short intervals for 
supplies and repairs, 700 miles . will 
have been deducted from their cruis- 
ing radius. In other words, the effi- 
ciency of any vessel is in inverse pro- 
portion to the distance from its hase 
to its objective. The efficiency,of the 
submarine will then have been. re- 
duced by 10 per cent. by. this-means 
alone. There is, therefore, a very .co- 
gent reason why the effort of the al- 
lied commander should be made ‘to 
break through this chain of bases and 


to isolate at least one of be ac from 
the others. 

; FRANCE’S COAL FIELDS. 

Again, there is the importance. of 
the French coal fields centring -at 
Lens. Every: ton, of coal which 
France can produce locally releases 
that much tonnage between America 
and Europe and increases the fighting 
strength of America: Aside from this, 
an almost intolerable economic condi- 
tion .in. France itself will have been 
very much alleviated. Practically all 
of this coal land would be at once re- 
leased by driving the Germans east- 
ward toward Valenciennes and a great 
supply burden taken off the shoulders 
German prisoners could 
not be more effectively employed than 
in restoring and digging in the French 
mines. 

These considerations argue toward a 
probable- allied effort to break down 
the defenses along ‘the Canal du Nord 
and work across the plain of Douai

| ENTER THE AMERICANS. 

‘The very, shape of the battle line 
is such that Germany’s only hope of 
reaching her aim is by breaking the 
allied line, as she tried to do last 
March: The Allies, on the other hand, 
are in a position when an advance, 
which in distance would appear in- 
significant ‘as compared to that made 
by the Germans, would mean positive 
disaster to the German arms. That 
is why Foch remarked some time ago 
that, as “a miltary conception, he 
would much rather have the allied 
positions than those of Germany. 

If this is the case, if the road to vic- 
tory lies in: the eastern section of the 
line, it ‘becomes clear why Foch at- 
tacked there. In brief, he first had to 
drive the Germans back into positions 
from which they could not emerge, 
-beat them to such an extent that there 


emerge, -force them to concentrate 
against him, pin them.to their posi- 
tions,: and prevent the movement of 
troops elsewhere. When this was ac- 
complished, -if he still had reserve 
force with which to strike elsewhere, 
he ‘could then turn it loose in an at- 
tack at.a really vital point. 

This reserve force exists—of that we 
may be. sure—and its measure is at 
least that of the number of fighting 
troops which the United States has 
already dispatched to France. The 
armies of France and of England just 
about equal in strength that of Ger- 
many. This strength certainly can 
hold. that of Germany in place by/a 
show of force, leaving the. American 
Army, which, by itself, is at present 
one-half. as strong as Germany’s 
army, free to operate where it will.

idly growing to be the most formidable 
military nation in the world. 
The attack was launched from a 
comparatively safe and protected sec- 
tor which, for eight months, had 
served as a school for American sol- 
diers. In a few hours it had taken 
over 15,000 prisoners and an enormous 
amount of booty. It had freed the 
railway which runs from Verdun 
southeast to Toul and Nancy. 
It has been no secret to the German 
General Staff that the first American 
Army to be mobilized in France would 
strike somewhere between Vefdun 
and the Swiss frontier—somewhere on 
the Lorraine or Alsace battlefront, 
and attempt to carry the war -into 
Gefmany. Berlin was well aware of 
the elabotate tactical: preparations 
that had been made for such an of- 
fensive—railways constructed inde- 
pendent of the existing French lines 
leading from the ports of debarka- 


.| tion, extensive repair shops and train- 


ing camps established, concentration 
of ordnance, food, and hospital sup- 
Plies and the system of distribution 
for this material, from the main dé-« 
pots, through the secondary dépdts, 
to the front. 

While aH this was going on, there 
were also other signs which could not, 
in their gradually augmenting expres- 
sion, have passed unnoticed in Berlin. 
A year ago last July American regu- 
lars began to fill the trenches of the 
sector where the Marne-Rhine Canal 
crosses the frontier from French into 
German Lorraine. On Oct. 27, Wash- 
ington officially announced the pres- 
ence of American troops there, on 
this ‘* quiet sector,’’ where they were 
being introduced into the mysteries 
of trench warfare by the 47th Divi- 
A 
month later the Germans, in a raid 
on this sector, announced the capture 
of some ‘‘ North American troops.’’ 
Then early in January the French 
War Office bulletins advertised the 
fact that 40 miles northwest of the 
Marne-Rhine Canal sector, on the 
southern side of the St. Mihiel salient, 
on an eight-mile front between Apre- 
mont and Flirey, an American battle- 
line had been established. 


SCHOOL FOR AMERICANS. 

The potentialities of this battlefront 
have already been described. Mean- 
while, for eight months it was to 
serve as a ‘‘ school’’ for the Amer- 
ican soldier. Its natural surround- 
ings for this service were ideal. 
It ran through a low plain, flanked 
by the French fortifications on the 
heights of the Meuse, on the 
northwest, and on the southeast by 
the hills on the left bank of the 
Moselle. To the wést were the forests 
of Apremont; to the east the Bois de 
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Mort- Mare. In the immediate rear

Thus, from first to last, the Bol- 
shevist treason allows Prussian mili- 
tariam to gather considerable military 
effectiveness from new sources.

—ali anti-Germans—occupy an im- 
mense territory which, between the 
Baltic and the Saloniki front, cuts off 
Germany from Russia. 

Thus the problem for the Allies is 
to orginize scientifically, with the aid 
of aviation of extended active radius, 
the insurrection of the oppressed peo- 
ples of Central Europe who alone can 
separate Germany from Russia. Here 
‘is a solution which I. have for some 
time foreshadowed, because, with a 
relatively light operation, it . would 
permit the realization of three im- 
mense results: 

1. It would replace the Russian mili- 

tary front by an insurrectional front 
between the Baltic and the Aegean 
Sea. ; 
2. It would prevent the Germans 
from drawingvon their new sources of 
effectives placed at their disposal in 
Russia and Asia. 

3. It would place an obstacle against 
the concentration on the western 
front of all the forces available to 
the Germans.:

A Lets ev of many sides is required. 
The first high official in Washington to 
come forward with a plan for the solu- 
tion of one side of the great problem is 
Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. 
Lane. He pro to reclaim for farm 
production all unused land in the United 
States. The total runs into millions of 
acres. If this land were reclaimed as 
proposed, it might be likened as an an- 
nexation to this country, one of the 
fruits of the war. After the war, in the 
competition that ensues, all our poten- 
tial food resources, will be required. 

Secretary Lane’s plan provides farms 
for our returning soldiers; the land to 
be reclaimed would be open to settle- 
ment by the soldiers, on liberal terms 
of long-time payment. At the same time 
opportunity for employment on a vast 
scale would be offered, for in order to 
reclaim the land many works of con- 
struction large in scope would: be nec- 
essary. 

“The thing democratic Governments 
have heretofore been short of is organ- 
ized foresight. The thing to which Ger- 
many owes most for its military suc- 
cesses is its General Staff, which 
thought and thought for forty-years on 
the problem of making wer,’’ said Sec- 
retary Lane in Washington the other 
day when asked about his program. “ If 
We are to keep our place of power in 
the world, in the competition after the 
war, we must devise machinery by 
which we shall have something anala- 
gous to the General Staff that will be 
thinking ahead on the problems that 
will come after the war, and thinking 
practically. The Council of National 
Defense is the beginning of this ma- 
chinery. The war will come to an end 
some time. _My own belief is that it will 
be concluded next year. 

“ At the end of the war we shall re- 
ceive back from France several million 
men who will have gained a larger view 
of the world. Some will want to step 
back into their old positions and trades. 
Others will have a desire developed in 
them for a larger and more independent 
life. It is not good for the nation that 
we should have these men unoccupied 
on their return. They would demoral- 
ize the labor market and quickly be- 


ralized themselves. .

“Our public land in the West, out- 
side of Alaska, consists of 230,000,000 
acres, but these are not like those of 
the prairie country, to which civil war 
veterans returned. Money must be ex- 
pended on them before they can be made 
into farms, and only a part of this land 
is so situated as to be put under frriga- 
tion. It has been officially estimated 
that more than 15,000,000 acres of ir- 
rigable land remain in the. Government’s 
hands, but large areas of the public 
lands in the West can provide other 
kinds of farms by what is known as 
dry farming and for grazing purposes. 

“* We have 150,000,000 acres of cut-over 
land. Practically all this cut-over land 
is in private hands, and unless a policy 
of development is; worked out between 
the Federal Gove: the States, and 
the individual owners, the greater part 
of it will remain undeve'oped and uncul- 
tivated. Another 50,000,006 acres is 
swamp lands. As to what can be ac- 
complished in this class of unused land 
we know that 15,000,000 acres of swamp 
land have already been reclaimed for 
profitable farming, most of it. in the 
Mississippi River valley. 

“Wor the sake of the nation all these 
lands should be reclaimed, as far as pos- 
sible, irrespective of the war. We are 
to have 200,000,000 people in this country 
in time, and we shall need all these 
lands. There can be no better time to 
start this work than now, when the 
problem of the returning soldier is al- 
most upon us. I have asked Congress. 
for an appropriation of $1,000,000 for a 
survey of these unused lands, and on 
the basis of the survey I hope Congress 
will take up the program of their de- 
velopment, not all at once, but as rap- 
idly as possible. 

‘My program is that the men should 
reclaim their own land, build their own 
homes; that it should not: be a matter of 
bounties or charity, but simply an op- 
portunity—first, an opportunity to get 
work on their return and therewith the 
hope and confidence that springs from 
the knowledge that they will be working 
for ‘themselves.”’ 

» ** How many could provision be made 
for under your program?” the Secre- 
tary was asked. 

“Just as many as are willing to 
work,” was the answer. ‘‘A vast 
amount of construction would be opened 
up, both direct and indirect. Besides 
the immediate work of the making of 
homes on the land to be reclaimed, there 
would be the larger scale requirements, 
such as irrigation work and ditches, 
drainage, all road buflding—those needs 
that arise from the life of the commu- 
nity as a whole and its relation to. the 
‘outside world. Then, in the indirect 
creation of work and opportunity, we 
should be developing a market for farm 
machinery, tractors, plows; materials of 
‘various kinds, stone, cement; for other 
kinds of machinery, as that required for 
hydro-electric plants. Further, we should 
be developing commodities for trans- 
portation, thus increasing employment 
and opportunity in this field—in fact, it 
would be like the army itself now, with 
as many men behind the program of 
converting vast areas of unused or un- 
developed land into productive farm 
homes as would be engaged in it. Fur- 
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outgrowth of such a plan would be the 
foundation of more ideal rural commu- 
nities in which houses—the homes—~ 
would be gathered closer together, with 
a@ resultant more intimate social life. By

ties the burden of the farmer's wife 
would he lessened and the farmer would 


have the advantage of using the expert 


knowledge of men who know markets 


and transportation methods—in a word, 
altogether a more real co-operation. _ 


tion than in that of farming. The 
farmer’s .independent life made him 
stand on his own feet alone. But his 
order of things is changing, and the 


farmers, in the. West and South especial-| 


ly, and in the North also, are becoming 
more perfectly organized, so as to at- 
tain better crops and larger returns on 
their crops. 

““We do not want a peasant class: 
We want men of self-respect. 
We do not want a tenant class, now 
growing rapidly in this country. We 
want then who work for themselves, who 
preserve the values in the soil, 
who make improvements and who 
become a part of |the permanent 
community. In this connection we ought 
to consider the problem of the immi- 
grant, and instead of landing him in 
the thick of New York, where he settles 
in the tenements and congests industrial 
life, we ought to extend our idea of land 
settlement so as to give the man who 
comes to our country an opportunity’ to 
become a more integral part of our life. 
I have often thought it would be a good 
idea. if our immigrants could be deflected 
to Charleston, Norfolk, New Orleans, 
San Francisco, the Puget Sound, Alaska, 
and the Hawaiian Islands. There are 
tens of millions of acres of land in 
Alaska that has a climate better than 
the greater part of Norway and Sweden, 
and as good as the northern part of the 
United States, which will produce almost 
anything. \

tary Lane, swinging back to the main

For ex- 
ample, one-half the tilable land this side 
of the Missouri River, so the Secretary 
of Agriculture says, is out of use. It isa 
problem of statesmanship to find meth- 
ods by which the land can be recovered 
for public. benefit and by which men 
who live on farms can be made to 
realize the satisfactions of community 
life. Moving picture shows, newspapers, 
telephone and mail service are just as 
real demands for modern man and wo- 
man as clothes and shoes. 

“This is not socialism; it is common 
sense applied to a condition, and if it 
were socialism and was necessary, I 
would not be feased by the word. One

** When should this work be started? ”’ 

“* Now,’’ answered the Secretary with 
emphasis; “it is an immediate duty.

By the time the war ends wé. should 
know not merely how much arid land 
can be irrigated, but how much swamp 
land can be ed, how much cut- 
over land can be cleared, how much 
grazing land there is and how 
cattle it will support, but also e 
should know with definiteness where it 
is. practicable to build new irrigation 
plants, what the character of the land 


will be, the nature of the improvements | 


needed and what the cost will be. , 

“About the other classes of land, 
swamp, cut-over and grazing, we should 
have the same definite information as 
to the amount of land practicable for 
reclamation, the cost, what crops they 
will raise. All this should be put on the 
basis of definite plans. That is what I 
mean by thinking ahead—applying the 
idea of the General Staff to working out 
in advance the solution of the greatest 
problem that will face u’-immediately 
after the close of the war.”

FIRED OUR FIRST SHOT. 


“Sergt. Arch Pulled the Lanyard— 
Historic Gun Preserved. 


The story of the first shot fired by 
the American Expeditionary Force in 
the war with .Germany—a shell sent 
acreeching into the German lines about 
as dawn was breaking on October 23, 
1917—is contained in a letter sent to The 
Associated Press by the commander of 
the Indiana battery which performed 
this important action in American his- 
tory. Alex Arch of South Bend, Ind,, 
@ Sergeant in Battery C, 6th Field Artil- 
lery, yanked the’lanyard of the pioneer 
gun to speak for the United States on 
the soll of France. 

The honor of firing this first shot had 
been claimed by another member of the 
game battery. Captain Idus B. McLien- 
don, in command of Battery C, in writ- 
ing.of this event, says: —

THE HORSE IN WAR. 


Bits of His Life Portrayed by a 
Blue Cross Worker. 


Early in the retreat from Mons a shell - 


crashed right into the midst of the sec- 
tion with which I was moving. Our gun 
was wrecked and the driver in front 
was blown to bits. As I mounted a fresh 
horse I turned and saw my two other 
horses struggling and kicking on the 
ground to free themselves, but was un- 
able to go back and help them. My feel- 
ings were indescribable. A French chas- 
seur dashed up and cut the traces, and 
although their driver was a long way 
off, the horses galloped after him, and 
followed him for four days. They were 
not needed, but they kept their places 
in the line like trained soldiers. 

After every engagement at the front 
riderless horses are always rounded up 
and brought in. 
near their dead masters, or following 
other riders. It was one of the Cold- 
stream Guards who told how, after the 
fierce fighting at Loos, a horse was seen 
standing between the firing lines. For 
two whole days he remained’there, when 
some of our men crawled out. and found 
he was standing by the side of the dead 
body of his rider, the horse himself un- 
harmed. It was with difficulty he was 
induced to leave the spot, and only by 
blindfolding him could he be persuaded 
to leave his dead master and return to 
the British lines. ; 

During the many visits I have paid to 
the hospitals at the front I heard sev- 
eral remarkable stories of the faithful- 
ness, sagacity, and tenacity of our army 
horses. 

**Many of them,” said an officer to 
me, ‘‘ have very retentive memories and 
display great aversion to go near or 
pass any point where they have been 
frightened or injured. <A very striking 
instance of this came under my per- 
sonal observation just before our great 
effensive at Being in want of a 
fresh mount, I had acquired one from a 


brother officer who was returning to 
England suffering from shell shock. He 
assured me that I could have no better 
charger on which to ride forward when 
we advanced. ‘ As strong and brave as 
a lion, yet as mild and obedient as a 
lamb when answering the reins, an ab- 
solutely trustworthy steed,’ were the 
owner's words as we concluded our, bar- 
gain. And, truth to tell, I found noth- 
ing to complain of in the behavior of 
that inare until one afternoon when, 
riding out of the ruined village of 
, in Flanders, I came to a long 
road where, but a short time before, 
there had been a beautiful avenue of 
poplars, now mere ne 
I had no sooner got half way down 
than my horse stood stock still, began 
to tremble all over, and, with dilated 
nostrils, refused to go a step further, 
until I had applied the spurs. I put this 
incident down‘to a sudden caprice, and, 
forgiving her, dismissed it from my 
mind. But when the same thing hap- 
pened again a few days later I made a 
mental note of the fact, and as soon as 
I got back from the. reconnoissance 
wrote to my friend. His reply solved 
the mystery. ‘‘ Poor Dolly! I had no 
idea that she also was suffering from 
shell shock,’’ he said, in_ substance. 
“* But she’s really not as bad as her old 
master. The fact of the matter is, it 
was on that very avenue, near the vil- 
lage of , that the’shell fell which 
led to my return to Blighty. She evi- 
dently remembers it as keenly as I do. 
But take her anywhere else than there, 
and I think you will find she will be- 
have like a thoroughbred lady.’’—C. W.

Legislature inaugurated a system of 
taxing corporations. This new system 
has had a very far-reaching effect upon 
the State’s financial history, Last year 
more than $25,000,000 was received from 
these sources. In 1886 an additional 
tax, originally %,. but hater reduced to 
1-20 of 1 per cent., was tmposed on the 
organization of every corporation. 

In 1885 a tax of 5 per cent. was im- 
posed upon such property as might 
pass by death. -'This tax fs called, the 
inheritance or transfer tax, 
is not unusual for a single estate to 
yield more than a million dollars. In 
1896 the State. started a new method 
of controlling the liquor traffic. This 
tax annually yields nearly $20,000,000, 
one-half of which is payable to the 
country. he stock transfer (stamp) 
tax became effective in 1905, and the 
same year a mortgage tax was im- 
posed upon every mortgage. One-half 
of this tak is retained by the State. 
In 1910 a tax graduated in accordance 
with the motor power was imposed upon 
all motor vehicles. Last year it ylelded 
over $2,700,000. One of the latest ef- 
forts to secure revenue is the invest- 
ment tax, enacted in 1911. This tax 
is intended to reach mortgages on real 
estate located outside of the State, serial 
bonds, notes and debentures secured by 
such mortgages, or by any mortgage not 
subject to a recording tax law, bonds 
of other States or municipalities.

NATIONAL FORESTS SOURCE OF PROFITS 





ECHIPTS from the national for- 

ests in the fiscal year 1918, end- 

* ed June 30, exceeded those for 

1917 by almost $120,000 and to- 

taled oyer $3,574,000. The -increase does 

not come up to the big increase of the 

year before, which was more than $600,- 

000, but still shows a healthy growth in 

most Hnes of business on the. forests. 

The cost of operating the forests was 

about $4,000,000, and was practically the 

same as in the previous year. This is 

exclusive of the additional expenditures 

caused by the very serious fire situation 

and for which a special deficiericy ap- 

propriation of over $700,000 was made 
by Congress. 

This year’s increase in receipts, ac- 
cording to the Weekly News Bulletin of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, came mainly from the larger 
number of live stock grazed, although 
every revenue-producing activity on the 
forests except timber business and per- 
mits for water. power contributed its 
share. The timber business fell off in 
consequence of the general letup in 





private building activities on account of 
the war, the dislocation of transporta- 
tion facilities during much of the year, 
and the labor situation, especially in the 
Northwest, where the timber business 
is ordinarily largest. 

’ The falling off in receipts from water- 
power permits was caused, it is believed, 
by the uncertainty created by pending 
legislation. Many prospective permittees 
are holding back until final action has 
been taken on the legislation now un- 
der consideration. 

Timber sales yielded over $1, 500,000 
and live stock grazing over $1,700,000. 
Slightly less than $100,000 was brought 
in from permits for water-power devel- 
opment. Other forms of land occu- 
pancy, including leases of land for Sum- 
mer homes, hotels, club grounds, apia- 
ries, fish hatcheries, and canneries, 
brought, in about $120,000. The sale of 
turpentine privileges on the Florida 
forest brought in a little over $8,000. 

Much of the use of the national for- 
ests is free. Settlers and residents of 
the small communities in and near the 





forests are allowed, without charge, rea- 
sonable amounts of wood for fuel. In 
addition, the settler may obtain timber 
for use in the improvement.and mainte- 
nance of his farm, and is given the priv- 
ilege to graze free not to exceed ten 
head of milch and work animals. 

Fees for grazing cattle brought in 
approximately $1,039,000 and for sheep 
$663,000. Special efforts were made dur- 
ing the last year to increase the use 
of the ranges to the fullest extent in or- 
der to meet the needs of the nation for: 
meat, wool,.and hide production. On 
one forest new range for 75,000 sheep 
was opened by building a special. barge 
to transport the sheep across a lake to 
high mountain grazing lands. which 
could not be reached in any other way. 

Considerable co-operation was also 
given the Forest Service by grazing~per- 
mittees in the construction of drift 
fences and the improvement of watering 


places. Although the range _ is being 
used to the limit the forestry officials 
are regulating the use carefully, with 
a view to preventing any permanent 
damage to carrying capacity.

ment against a people was asserted 
by Burke; and experience has 
shown that‘ it is almost equally 
difficult to draw a portrait of a people. 
To write a book about another nation as 
illuminating as the ‘‘ English Traits"’ of 
Emerson or the ‘‘ French Traits ’’ of Mr. 
Brownell calls for a combination of quali- 
ties rarely conjoined; it demands sym- 
pathy and disinterestedness, comprehen- 
sive observation, and interpreting imagi- 
nation. Even the friendliest of aliens can- 
not fail to find it hard to disentangle the 
truth from out of a heterogeny of discord- 
ant facts, some of them significant and 
most of them insignificant. Even an open- 
eyed and open-minded philosopher like 
Taine was able to achieve only ‘* Notes on 
England,’’ useful and suggestive in them- 
selves but fragmentary and inconclusive. 
Of all the countless studies of the Amer- 
ican people, only two retain our respect 
—Tocqueville’s ‘‘ Democracy in America "’ 
and Bryce’s ‘‘ American Commonwealth.’’ 
Matthew Arnold complacently quoted 
Sainte-Beuve’s compliment that he had 
** penetrated French literature by an in- 
terior line ’’; and we have all long recog- 
nized that Lord Bryce deserved a similar 
compliment, in that he had penetrated 
American life by an interior line. And 
Amerfcan life is more difficult to penetrate 
than English life or French life, because 
of its diversity of circumstance. London 
is the heart of England and Paris is the 
heart of France; but neither New York 
nor Washington can be called the part 
of the United States. The ‘‘ Am n 
scene 
panorama; rather is it a disorderly kaléido- 
scope, broken in hue and fortuitous in de- 
sign. This is one reason why The Great 
American Novel is only an idle dream, 
since no single work of fiction could 
stretch itself to reproduce the medley, the 
variety, the disparity which would have 
to be brought into focus. If this is to be 
accomplished, it can be achieved only on 
the installment plan, by a succession of 
purely local short stories and of novels 
restricted in geographical scope. 


The novel and the short story are valu- 
able only when written by a native, uncon- 
sciously intimate with the characters he is 
creating and with the social atmosphere 
he is evoking. In the composition of fic- 
tion the carpet-bagger always labors under 
an unbearable handicap. And perhaps the 
survey of a people can. be accomplished 
most successfully by one of themselves, 
who will be possessed of an insight and 
an understanding denied to the friendliest 
of aliens. Sympathy the foreigner must 
have, of course, if his appreciation is to 
be solidly supported; but sympathy is no 
substitute for the fellow-feeling of the 
native, seeking the truth unhesitatingly, 
and setting in order the facts with which 
he has been familiar from infancy. 

In the book before us, Mr. Meredith 
Nicholson has undertaken an analysis not 
of the American people as a whole, but 
of those of us who dwell in the territory 
drained by the Mississippi, the inhabitants 
of the spacious area which has been aptly 
entitled the ‘‘ Valley of Democracy.’’ .He 
quotes from Lincoln’s annual message of 
1862 the prophetic assertion that this 

great interior region, bounded east by 
the Alleghanies, north by the British do- 
minions, west by the Rocky Mount- 
ains, and south by the line along which 
the culture of corn and cotton meets * * * 
is the great body of the Republic. The 
other parts are but marginal borders to it.’’ 

It is to the men of the Middle West 
that Mr. Nicholson is here giving his at- 
tention; and he is himself a man. of the 
Middle West by inheritance, by birth, by 
education, by residence, and by choice. 
He is glad and proud that he is a Middle 
Westerner; and he is ready to give abun- 
dant reasons for the. faith that is in him, 
In these pages he reveals himself as

heither boastful nor apologetic. He has 
-a love for his own section, as deep as it 
is broad; but he has no bias against any 
other section, not even the East, which 
is continually disclosing itself as com- 
placently condescending: He suffers the 
Bostonian gladly, and even the impertur- 
bable self-esteem of the New Yorker does 
not move him to-retaliate in kind. He 
knows the East, and he understands it 
even if his knowledge of it and his under- 
standing is less thorough -than his ac- 
quaintance with the West. The Easterner 
may survey mankind from China to Peru, 
but he is less likely to survey it from 
Indianapolis to Chicago; and it is this

Mr. Meredith’s opening chapter is en- 
titled ‘‘ Folks and Their Folksiness ’’; and 
he sets down-a definition of Folks ‘‘ as 
used all the way from Ohio to Colorado, 
and with particular point and pith by the 
haughty sons and daughters of Indiana 
and Kansas."’

Mr. Nicholson frankly proclaims himself 
a provincial; and we may remind ourselves 
that six years ago he published a volume 
of essays which took its title from its 
opening paper, a very shrewd analysis of 
the ‘* Provincial,American.’’

No chapter in Mr. Meredith's book ts 
better, clearer, saner, more penetrating or 
more useful than that on the ‘“ Middle. 
West In Politics.” It is tonic and bracing; 
and it may be ‘recommended. to every 
American citizen who is in doubt as to 
the soundness of our political organization 
and whbd on occasion tends to despondeney 
over our political future. It is not opti- 
mistic to the point of fatalism; in fact, it 
is unfailingly frank in its. confession of 
dangerous weaknesses. Mr. Meredith even 
admits that “the West probably infected 
the rest of the country with the fallacy 
that the passing of a law is a complete 
transaction without reference to its en- 
forcement.” He does not deny that 
“Western statute books are littered with 
legislation often frivolous or  ill-con- 
sidered.” But he chronicles a recent re- 
action, with a growing demand for less 
legislation and better administration; and 
he sets at the head of his chapter on the 
“ Spirit of the West” a quotation from 
Emerson: 


The wise know that foolish legislation 
is a rope of sand, which perishes in 
the twisting; that the State must fol- 
low, and not lead, the character and 
progress of the citizen; * * * and 
that the form of government which 
prevails is the expression of what culti- 
vation exists in: the population which

Excellent also is the long chapter on 
Chicago, which holds its own even when 
compared with Mr. Chatfield-Taylor’s loy- 
ing study of his native city.

may be a little sad and wistful—but the 
faith and the hope are inescapably 
there. (p. 139.) 


The ‘‘ Valley of Democracy '’ is a book 
which could have been written only by a 
Westerner; and it is a book for every 
American, Westerner and LEasterner, 
Northerner and Southerner, to read, mark, 
ponder, and inwardly digest. The im- 
portance of its theme cannot be denied 
without denying’ the author's contention’ 
that the Valley of Democracy is also the 
Valley of Decision; and the adequacy of its 
treatment is obvious to every sympathetic” 
reader. The book is well thought out, well 
planned and well written. If it is open te’ 
fault-finding, this is only because Mrw, 
Meredith has now and again. been a little 
too hospitable to statistics and that he has 
more than once filled a page with an 
over-exténded list of names, forgetting 
that the Catalogue of the Ships is not the 
most interesting passage in Homer.

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SHAKESPEARE, HISTORIAN 





NE scarcely goes to 3HAKESPEARE’S 
O “Chronicle Plays” for authentic 
history. The most scrupulous of 
historians, choosing the drama for the 
vehicle through which to convey his nar- 
rative of actual events, the rise and fall 
of dynasties, the alms and achievements 
of statesmen, is bound to take liberties 
with facts and chronologies, tf he is a 
true dramaust. And SHAKESPEARE was, 
above all else, a dramatist. Hence, ene 
finds in-his “ Chronicle Plays” just what 
was to be expected—a free mingling ef 
fact and fancy, a continuity of narrative 
that speeds up, as it were, the actual 
events of history with a most delightful 
scorn of chronology. Nevertheless, 
SHAKESPEARE has probably had more to do 
with spreading a knowledge of English 
history than all the professional historians 
put together. To that extent one is bound 
to feel a hearty sympathy with the praise 
given to SHAKESPEARE as the great his- 
torian of England by Mr. J. A. R. Mar- 
RioTT in his “ English History in’ Shake- 
speare” just published by the Duttons. 
But it is difficult to follow Mr. MagRioTT 
affirmatively in his conception of the deep 
philosophic purpose that SHAKESPEARE had 
in writing his series of historical plays. 
“ National unity,” we are told, “an end 
to dynastic strife; a truce between parties; 
harmony between classes; this was the 
supreme need of the hour; this was the 
lesson which the “Chronicle Plays” of 
SHAKESPEARE were intended pre-eminently 
to enforce.” 





8S a matter of fact SHAKESPEARE, in 
taking English history for his theme, 
made free use of the most unphilosophical 
of historians, the old chroniclers HaLL and 
HoLinsHED. In a number of instances he 
did not hesitate to “lift” bodily whole 
passages from the latter, wherever such 
appropriation seemed to suit his dramatic 


‘purpose. And besides commandeering these 


popular “Chronicles” in this wholesale 
way for the entertainment of the very 
much “ mixed” audiences at the Globe or 
Blackfriars, SHAKESPEARE frequently used 
some old historical plays that had already 
geen service on the boards, but that needed 
his transforming touch to give them genu- 
ine and lasting effectiveness. Undoubtedly, 
the age was ripe for a popular apprecia- 
tion of English history. Echoes from the 
defeat of the Spanish Armada still sounded 
in the ears of SHAKESPEARE’S contempora- 
ries, and one effect of so commanding an 
event must inevitably have been to create 
a@ popular eagerness ‘for further tales of 
England’s triumphs in a more remote past. 
Had Sir WaLTER Scott lived in those days, 
or had there been an English Dumas tiving 
at the time, one can imagine what a long 
and popular series of English historical 
novels would have found their way into 
print. But the day of prose fiction had 
mot yet dawnea--unless we can count that 
strange mixture of philosophy, fantastic 
natural history and moral essay, LyYLy’s 
“Euphues and His England,” a genuine 
fovel. For populer entefsjnment and in- 








struction the stage took the place of prose 
fiction in those days. And the records of 


‘@ramatic affairs tell us, unmistakably, 


that SHaxEsPzaRE was the supreme “ best 
sctler ” of his age—until the vegue of his 
plays suffered a partial eclipse through 
the coming ef those two brilliant friends of 
his, Baauzewr and Fiercum.

It is a good enough text for a historian, 
and much of it is undoubtedly borne out 
by characters and events as depicted in the 
“Chronicle Plays” But SHAKESPEARE did 
not hamper his dramatic art with texts. 


Curiously enough, too, in these historical 


Plays it is the unhistorical part that lives 
for us, and that—according to tradition— 
won the highest favor with SHAKESPEARE’s 
contemporaries, from Ex.raseru herself to 
the veriest groundling who cared fer 
“nothing but noise.” Where would the 
popularity of these history-dramas be, in- 
deed, if it were not for the animating 
presence in their midst of the immortal 
Falstaff, Bardolph, Nym, Pistol. And 
Hotspur! If SuHaxesPrake had drawn him 
as a historian should, as Hotspur really 
was, what a loss would have been ours! 
It is well .to find, as Mr. MaxgiorT does, 
“national unity and social solidarity” in 
these famous ‘“ histories.” Patriotism 
there is in them undoubtedly, the patriot- 
lam of the true Briton. And there could, 
mot be a more appropriate inspiring time 
im which to read them, or see them played,.. 
than today. 





N the naval literature of the United 


States no name stands higher than 
that of Rear Admiral ALFRED T. Manan. 
His books—and they are many—are 
classics in their field. It would be difficult 
te recall the name of any writer, whether 
recent or during the early years of the 
country’s history, who has striven so zeal- 
ously and successfully for the upbuilding 
of the navy as he has done. Shortly after 
Admiral Manan’s death, Colonel Roosx- 
vet wrote of him: ‘‘Manaw was the only 
great naval writer who alse possessed the 
mind ef a statesman of the first class.”’ 
His biographies of Ne.son and Farracur— 
according to him the respective first and 
second among naval leaders—are recog- 
nized standards in t! eir line. But MaHan’s. 
highest value as an author of books was 
not as a writer of biographies, but as the 
historian of naval power, the constructive 
student ef the principles governing naval 
warfare and strategy, especially as these 
are destined to play a significant part in 
the future history of America. His spec- 
ulations and his suggestions in ‘hese mat- 
ters are scattered over a rather wide 
range of volumes, so that to grasp some of 
his main conclusions would be difficult 
even for the specialist in naval problems 
and literature. Hence, the volume of se- 
lections from Admiral Manan's writings, 
** Mahan on Naval Warfare,"’ edited by 
Professor ALLAN Westcort of the United 
States Naval Academy, just published by 
Little, Brown & Co., promises to fill a 
much-needed service. Admiral Manan 
won his spurs as a young map in the 
ctvil war, but his greatest contribution to 
the good of the navy was not so much 
aa sailor, but as a naval teacher and

problems of the enemy country today, The 
results are not altogether encouraging. 
There is in Germany, he says, no gen- 
eral food shortage in the sense of approxi- 
mation to famine, though there are acute 
localized food shortages, with near-starva- 
tion symptoms. These unfavorable condi- 
tions are so handled as to kill off the 
weak, the sick, the aged, while the bulk 
of the people show a higher standard of 
health through enforced dieting. The gen- 
eral German morale varies inversely with 
the square of food pressure. The ons 
positive war aim of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people is “ peace and food,” 
regardless of annexations. The state of 
peace with Russia wiped out in a great 
measure the moral effect of America’s en- 
try into the war. The decline of the birth 
rate is quite startling if one compares 1914 
with 1917, it having dropped 44.8 per cent. 
in April, 1917, as compared with April, 


1914. ‘Although nursing mothers and in-. 


fants are well cared for, older children are 
in a sorry state from lack of proper food- 
stuffs, fats, of course, being the chief 
lack. While Government regulations are 
very minute, there is no such thing as vol- 
untary'rationing as in America. 

The clothing problem deals with such 
matters as the German people’s prejudice 
against wooden shoes and paper clothing 
and other camouflaged substitutes. The 
railroads are showing inability to cope 
with freight traffic; there are chaos and 
congestion at all freight terminals, and yet 
somehow things go on. As to man power, 
Germany now has an average of 1,750,000 
prisoners doing useful work all the time, 
and, allowing for shrinkage during home- 
training period, Germany is still able to 
put 750,000 fresh troops annually into the 
field, so that only casualties in excess of 
this number represent net loss. 

With its usual foresightedness Germany- 
is busily preparing now with minutely 
detailed plans for demobilization and peace 


mobilization. In 1916 an Imperial Com- 
missioner for Transition Economica, 
with an elaborately or department, 


was appointed. There is to be no tidal 
wave of unemployment engulfing the 
Fatherland after the signing of peace. 
With no peace in sight, Germany has 
already decided just what to do with sur- 
viving army horses, &c. Nor is Germany 
wasting any brain power on the possibility 
that the markets of the world may not be 
freely opened to Germany at the close 
ef the war. Indeed, in this one matter of 
the enmity Germany has incurred, the 
Fatherland seems to have fallen into mis- 
conceptions. It is generally believed that 
at the close of the war America will make 
a handsome compensation trade loan. Also 
there are already symptoms that peace 
will give birth to a German sugar and 
alcohol monopoly. 

The least hopeful chapters of Cyril 
Brown’s book are those dealing with social 
and individual degeneration. There is a 
tidal wave of lawlessness sweeping over 
this law-abiding people; the police force 
has been cut down to the limit; ‘the courts 
are overworked, and the authorities them- 
selves cannot be trusted to keep the offi- 
cial food ordinances. Burglars are every- 
where favored by the “.coal-saving “ dark- 
ness of the streets, and the scoundrelism 
flourishes like a weed. : 

Symptomatic of the increasing wear and 
tear of-war is the general nerve-attrition 
under prolonged food scantiness, so that 
nerve-strain is constantly passing over 
into neurasthenia. The only cure for the 
generally obnoxious tone of daily inter- 
course now is, as a Berlin. writer has 
stated, “ more food mixed with hope of 
peace.” 

Among the six million men marooned at 
the front and fighting is noted the gen- 
eral affirmation that “life must be “ne. 
ferent’at home after the war,” and these 
fighters have grown to think of them- 
selves as having the right to make de- 
mands and speak the decisive word, and, 
Indeed, to enforce those “ things. which 
must be different.”

Extracts from Guynemer’s diary show 
him .to have been very truly the soldier, 
simple and direct, jotting down deeds 
which will go through the records of his- 
tory, in careless disregard of any personal 
glory. When he records a victory he Is 
very likely to say something like this: 

“*Two cables of his cellule cut clean, 
pierced his propellers. Boche snappish 
but manageable."” And again we are 
struck by his placing in parentheses, 
(** Became a Captain, Ace with twenty 
victories.’") 

At one time it was announced that he 
was to carry the flag of the Aeronautical 
Division in the July 14 review. Mortane 
writes: 

But they knew him very poorly. He 
who blushed almost when any one 
looked at him, or when he was hailed 
as he passed, he who had a horror of 
ostentation and parade, was not the 
man to pass through the streets of 
Paris this way. He wanted to be un- 
known to the crowd; he wanted to be 
like one of those heroes of the infantry 
whom we do not know. 

Now his name is graven on the walls of 
the Panthéon, his face familiar to the 
whole world, and the memory of his life 
and deeds among the most splendid of all 
times.

HE sententicys succinctness of this 
‘‘summary of the various prob- 
lems, claims, and interests of the 
nations at the peace table "’ is in 


keeping with the importance of its pur- } 


pose. The disposition which the peace 
conference will make can be equitable and 
lasting only in proportion to the enlight- 
enment of public opinion in the strongest 
nations there represented. To follow in- 
telligently proceedings which are to be as 
complex as they will be momentous, this 
book affords a focusing means of prepara- 
tion. 

The authors have aimed to present the 
reader with the facts essential to a basis 
of judgment in the form fittest for ready 
reference and comparison. All evidences 
of partisanship have been studiously 
avoided. For the sake of argument, the 
claims and interests of the enemy are 
adequately set forth; assuming, strictly 
for the sake of argument, that he will 
sit at the peace table uncaged. Recogniz- 
ing that it has remained for the world war 
to force upon us, as a people, realization of 
the present necessity for enlightenment 
on our inevitable foreign relations, these 
two writers have kept conscientiously to 
the réle of reporters of the detailed facts 
of European and Asiatic politics, race, 
trade, industry, and religion which are 
stubborn factors in the personal destiny 
of every American. 


Not only must we know our enemies, 
under manifold disguises, and be ready to 
confute their casuistries, but also we must 
be forewarned and forearmed in behalf of 
the interests that are vital to our allies. 
So the facts are arranged to enable the 
reader to see in turn through English, 
French, Russian, German, or Italian eyes, 
and draw his own conclusions. Even in 
dealing with the various solutions proposed 
for the different problems, only those solu- 
tions are set down which statesmen, pub- 
licists, and political schoois of the respec- 
tive nations \have advanced. Likewise, 
what ends those who have proposeda 
given solution think it will serve are im- 
personally recorded, together with the 
*objections that: have been raised to such 
, Solution. 

That the names of the,authors of this 
book are an earnest of its fairness and 
accuracy is declared by ex-President Will- 
iam H. Taft in an enthusiastic foreword. 
They fill a crying need with their terse, 
lucid statement of the cases of so many 
countries that have long been vaguely 
known to the majority of readers as inter- 
national bones of contention. The wide 
field occupied by the book Is indicated. by 
the fact that it furnishes detailed informa- 
tion of the peace aims of all these coun- 
tries: Belgium, Alsace-Lorraine, Schles- 
wig-Holstein, Finland, the Baltic prov- 
inces, Poland, Lithuania, Czechoslovak 
territories, Ukraine territories, Italia Irre- 
denta, Jugoslav territories, Macedonia, 
Albania, Greater Rumania, Dobrudja, 
Constantinople, Asia Minor, Armenia, 
Syria, Mesopotamia, Arabia, Egypt, Per- 
sia, and (in an appendix) the African 
Colonies and tiie German Colonies in the 
Pacific. = 

Seventeen political-racial-economic maps, 
beautifully printed, illuminate the reading 
matter. The plan of exhibiting each coun- 
try in small compass is ingenious. Take 
the Baltic provinces, Courland, Livonia, 
and Esthonia, which the Germans have 
wrested from Russia. First, a few pithy 
Paragraphs devoted to Istorical back- 
ground show how the present conquerors 
came to find there awaiting them with 
open arms a dominant German aristocracy, 
lording it over the Slav population. This 
masterful breed of German Barons and pa- 
trician burghers comprises the descendants 
of those bloody mediaeval crusading orders, 
the Teutonic Knights and the Knights of 
the Sword, who overran this area in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, and con- 
verted the Slav heathen with the lance and 
two-handed sword. About all the Knights 
lacked to make their conquest the counter- 
part of the recent one was equipment 
from Essen. Though never more than 10 
per cent. of the population, these German 
forerunners established an _ ecclesiastical 
State and imposed upon the original inhab-

ment to attempt the Russification of the 

Baltic Provinces and introduce arbitrary 

Russian rule. By 1914 the Germans had 

lost most of their political supremacy, yet 

they continued to dominate the economic 

and social life of the country. 1 
Then follows a brief economic survey. 

A good deal of the country is under forest. 

Much meadowland favors the extensive 

raising of live stock. On some of the 

larger estates the breeds are very fine. 

Dairy products are a chief item of export. 

The intelligence and aptitude of the peas- 

antry overcome the difficulties due to a

Finally come “ Solutions that have been 
Proposed arid what they mean: (1) Status 
Quo Ante Bellum; (2) Autonomous Prov- 
inces Under Liberal Russia; (3) Independ- 
ent Baltic Province State; (4) Union with 
the Lithuanians and a Letto-Lithuanian 
State, and (5) German Control or. Annexa- 
tion of the Baltic Provinces.” 

To facilitate more detailed preparation 
on the various subjects, noteworthy his- 
torical, economic, and general books in 
English, French, Germaf\ and Italian, 
which have been published within the last 
generation, are cited in select bibliogra- 
phies at the end of each chapter. The au- 
thors have deemed it best to use only pre- 
war statistics of race and industry. Swift

Far out, at “ Land’s End” beyond the 
marsh, was a bell whose duty it was to 
warn people off the bar, and to the sick 
Woman it seemed that the bell rang a 
summons, imperious, irresistible, a sum- 
mons she. must obey. So she went to 
meet her death, and instead—but what 
she found the reader must be left to dis- 
cover for himself. There is more than one 
surprise in the tale, which comes at last 
to an entirely satisfying conclusion. “ The 
Woman at Seven Brothers ” ts a story of a 
very different kind—a weird tale which 
grips the imagination and is not-to be eas- 
ily forgotten. The setting of the tense hu- 
man drama—a drama of the eternal 
triangle—is a second-class lighthouse, and 
it is the assistant keeper who tells of the 
extraordinary event which brought dis- 
aster one dark and stormy night. Fol- 
lows “ White Horse Winter,” a story of 
the sand dunes which became part of the 
very lives of the children living in the 
little house between the bay and the ocean, 
children who knew nothing of the green 
country. The father and mother were 
Portuguese, and the love story of the eld- 
est sister and the man from the North 
was a dramatic one, with its conflict of 
superstitions and racial temperaments. 
While the stories are all of them above 
the average, and all of them written in a 
@irect and vivid style, some are of course 
ybetter than others. Among the especially 
motable ones is the tale called “ The Yel- 
low Cat,” a mystery of the sea, of an 
abandoned ship, and of that yellow race 
which is a perpetual enigma to the white. 
Admirabiy contrived is the way ia which 
the tension of the narrative steadily in- 
' ereases, until at last the haunting 
mystery is solved—or, rather, exchanged 
for another and less fearsome one. The 
mounting terror of the man on the sal- 


waged vessel, alone with the strange yel-- 


low cat, which has already—or so he be- 
Heves—brought about the death of his 
comrade, is a sensation which Mr. Steele 
succeeds in malting the reader not merely 
sympathize with, but share. Quite as ef- 
fective and dramatic as the tale of “ The 
Yellow Cat,” though in a somewhat dif- 
ferent way, is the account of what 
happened one evening to a girl named 
Marcia, lost in the darkness on that small, 
gandy, marshy peninsula known as “ Ked’s 
Hand.” Setting and story are in this in- 
stance remarkably at one, so combined 
@ that each blends with and heightens the 
effect of the other. One feels that only 
at such a place as this could people lke 
the Keds exist, and that at such a place 
they are exactly what might be expected. 
Vividly drawn, with a few sharp, clear 
strokes, are the pictures of place and peo- 
ple which fasten theniselves in one’s mem- 
ery—the land which is “ veined with salt 
water and_rotten with marsh and quick- 
gand. Fogs oppress it, resting motionless 
en the moors, lending an illusion of vast- 
mess to the headland.” Amid this waste 
and desolation, the strange house with its 
gpacious chamber wherein Marcia found 
those scarcely human creatures, the Keds, 
fs appropriately placed. We see the 
dimly lit-room, the group comprising sev- 
eral generations, and hear the old beldame 
mumbling her gruesome tale.

Mr. Riggs’s analysis of German paychol- 
ogy is illuminating and rests on a fairly 
wide acquaintance with the works of Ger-, 
man thinkers and official spokesmen. But 
his book is unique in that the author con- 
fines himself to no particular: dogmas, not 
even to any particular points of view. It 
is delightfully and engrossingly personal. 
For example there is a really sensitive and 
fine-fingered appreciation of the new art

Playwrights, Spanked and Unspanked. 


HE difference between the children 

in. ** Penrod’’ and those in 

** Daddies,’’ according {to Heywood 
Broun, is the — differe between 
children -who are and who are not. 
spanked. That is very trye, but in 
making the statement it is obvious 
that the right’ hand: of fatherhood 
usurped: the office of the lash of dra- 
matic criticism.’ It is redily a case not 
of children but of their creatars. The 
difference between Mri Tarkington 
and the author of *’ Daddies’ is the 


’ difference between artists who are and 


who are not chastened. 
The play at the Belasco turns aside 





from the ‘clear realities of life to riot 
in paternal sentiment.. Starting. with 
an absurdly misanthropic ‘* club ’’ of 
follege classmates. dedicated to bach- 
elorhood, ‘it introduces’ a bevy of as 
absurdly -prettified fatherless children 
of France—with the result the hearts 
of the obdurate band are touched to 
doting child worship.. The most ob- 
durate of all. is so transformed that, 
rather than part with his ward, he 
resolyes to marry its mother, sight 
‘unseen. The objection is not that 
such a transformation lis impossible. 
For the purposes of comedy it is con- 
‘ceivable eriough.- The real trouble 
with the play is that Mr. Hobble has 
not taken pains to conceive it in any- 
thing approaching terms of reality. 
The colors are slapped on broadly for 
the sake of theatric contrast, and 
psychologic development is telescoped 
in the interest of theatric surprise. 
The easy assumption is that the senti- 
ment of paternity is universal—that 
the stiffer the revolt against it the 
more sudden and complete the re- 
action., That is to lose the sure foot- 
ing of reality, to wallow in the slops 
of. crude optimism. Granted the ef- 
fect intended, the play ts well enough 
written, produced, and acted. It may 
easily have twice and thrice the 
popularity of ‘‘ Penrod.’’ But the 
critic whose outlook is unclouded by 
a recent paternity will itch to apply 
his birch not to those impossible stage 
kids. but to their author. ae 

The Penrod of Mr... Tarkington's 
stories is a creation not merely of 
rare humor, but of the most exquisite 
actuality. The real world of child- 
hood is a world apart. Paternal-love 
can enter it at rare moments only, 
and at best imperfectly; paternal un- 
dérstanding Almost never. , To Ken- 
neth Graham's rather idealized chil- 
dren in ‘‘ The Golden Age,’’ the beings 
of the adult world are Olympians, 
dwelling in a region whose joys and 
sorrows are inaccessible, its stand- 
ards of right and wrong incompre- 
hensible. To Penrod the world of 
grownups is clothed in no aura of. 
celestial remoteness and glory; it is 
present and imminent—a world of 
aliens who, for reasons all unfathomed 
and unfathomable, mayat any moment 
hecome the bitterest enemy. He is a 
child of the Stone Age, surrounded by 
people who regard themselves as civil- 
ized, ‘but who rob him of his dearest 
rights while professing to love: and 
uplift ‘him, ae is.a boy’s ioe

The motive of Penrod’s re- 
volt is his savage rage, his sense of 
outraged dignity, in finding that his 
knightly breeches have been fashioned 
out of an old pair of his father’s 
red flannel underdrawers—which the 
whole town has seen weekly, flaunt- 
ing in the obscene eminence of the 
backyard élothesline. But this’ mo- 
tive is not established dramatically— 
perhaps cannot be establisiied.

It is a 
picture interesting to any public and 
pecullarly tactful and vigorous in its ap- 
peal to American soldiers. 

Albert Herter and his wife have spent 
their Summer in decorative work for the 
camps and rest houses. The Y.,M. C. 
A. hut. in Bryant Park is a remarkably 
successful example of their method. At 
one end of the large room is a painting 
by Mr. Herter represeriting the Chev- 
alier Bayard with his well-known motto, 
** Sans Peur et Sans Reproche,”’ painted 
at the bottom of the panel. The knight 
is in armor and .carries a banner of 
flame color and white which, with the 
steel blue of the armor, provided the sug- 
gestion of the American colors. These 
colors, modified and subdued, reappear 
in the hangings, the tone of the fur- 
niture, the pottery vases and even the 
flowers, gladioli, which now fill them. 

The color schemes of the different huts 
and rest houses are similar—a grayish 
or greenish blue, with various shades of 
orange and in some instances a dull pur- 
ple, the blue always predominating and 
making a quiet, pleasant background for 
the more vivid: touches. ‘The first idea 
is, of course, that of harmonizing the 
decorations with the pine wood of. the 
structures, the olive drab of the uni- 
forms, arid the red, white, and blue of 
the flags, which hang free from beams 
or poles as .they should. The second 
consideration in creating these harmo- 
nies is psychological, giving. the princi- 
pal part to the nerve-soothing, eye-rest- 
ing blues and greena, and. adding the 
note of stimulus and cheer in the orange 
and red. All the materials used are 
thoroughly practical and designed to re- 
sist hard wear and even abuse, although 
in most instances it has been found that 
the men respect the furnishings in pro- 
portion to their artistic quality. The

In the tremendous public 
thus reached: are included scholars who 
know perhaps more of the legends of 
chivalry and the detail of history than 
even the painters illustrating for them 
legendary and historical subjects; and 
also it includes men as nearly illiterate 
as one may be and call himself an 
American, who nevertheless have 
brought from their birthplaces in differ- 
ent parts of Europe traditions of art 
that have flowered in sturdy beauty for 
more centuries than the history of this 
mation can count. It includes as well 
the disheartening class of men who have 
been all their lives in bondage to quick 
and cheap methods and garish pleasures. 
A wide field of influence opens for an 
art that can find its place in the war 
not only as an instrument of efficiency, 
but as a refining and soothing infuence 
for the human spirit under conditions 
imposing incredible strain and excite- 
ment. 


Mr. Berensen’s Recent Studies. 


Mr. Berenson has behind him thirty 
years of reséarch into the difficult 
problems of attribution and art criticism, 
and he attacks each new subject that 
swims within his ken with th same 
youthful enthusiasm, if not quite the 
same charm of spontaneity, as when he 
made his first exacting journeys into the 
hill towns of Italy fOr a personal in- 
spection of their rumored treasures. 

He makes his readers feel to a very un- 
usual. degree the keen excitement of ex- 
pertise,. the zest of tracking an anony- 
mous picture to its source, following 
the scent. like a trained sleuth hound, 
and when at last in the presence of the 
quarry, the jubilance of victory achieved 
for its own sake. Often the actual gain 
seems trifling to the reader outside the 
atmosphere of this hunter’s paradise. 
Mr. Berenson, for example, in his new 
volume of essays, in the study of

where, “This peculiarity occurring in 
paintings of one period or school may: be 
taken to stand for identity of hand. But 
-any three or-four works manifestly by 
the same painter also betray certain 
variations. “Them it happens that 
these variations retained in our mem- 
ory suddenly converge upon a picture 
whose identity hitherto has been a 
problem and link it to the three or four 
already set apart, so as to constitute a 
fairly well articulated group. At times, 
but more rarely, the connoisseur is re- 
warded.by discovering a-work of known 
authorship wherewith to head. his’ group 
and if the whole has-a certain aesthetic 
‘value as well, he will not be denied the 
right to indulge for an illusive moment 
in the raptures of creative research.” 

There is little enough of rapture in 
fastening the name of Cola di’ Petrucci- 
oli to the small metropolitan triptych 
with its blessed Virgin, saints and an- 
gels, whoge types recalled vaguely to the 
critic other works by the same hand, 
and set him to hunting through his pho- 
tograph for other similar little absurd 
noses and: quivering mouths. But it is 
a pleasant sport even in this mild form 
and carries us finally to the little tlm- 
brian hill town of Bellona, where the 
little. pointed noses and quivering 
mouths and peaked faces again con- 
front us. 

In the chapter given to the Marriage- 
Salver acquired a year or so ago by the 
‘Boston Museum of Fine Arts, Mr. Beren- 
son displays a more active interest. 
Here he has thrée tasks on‘ his hands: to 
determine the authorship of the: paint- 
ings on the salver, to defend his youth- 
ful attribution of these paintings to 
Matteo di Giovanni, whose authorship 
he now rejects, and to refute the attri- 
bution to Baccatis made by Dr. Osvald 
Sirén, all of which he accomplishes with 
vivacity and pungency and a positiveness 
more diverting perhaps to the general 
reader than to the'critic whose attribu- 
tion is denounced. In the course of the 
chapter he comments instructively upon 
the slow growth of interest in the paint- 
ers of Siena. ‘One of the curiosities in 
the history of taste,’’ he says, ‘‘is the 
immense time it. has taken for Quattro- 
cento Sienese painting to come to its 
own. Doubtless the circumstance that 
so little of its product got abroad had 
something to do with it, since an art 
that is too home keeping seldom be- 
comes that precipitate of foreign appre- 
ciation, a Patrimonio artistico. A cer- 
tain number of us, it is true, frequented 
Siena itself, but we were blinded by the 
once vital teaching of Winckelmann, 
Goethe, and Burckhardt, who allow no 
place to any fifteenth century painter 
except Ghirlandaio, and by: the taste 
that found exotic satisfaction in the 
costumed inanities of a Ptintoricchio or 
the meretricious loveliness of a Sodoma. 
These two favorites barred the way, but 
there also -was a physical barrier, the 
squalid. -gi6om, and ‘thé marrow-chill- 
ing cold of the gallery in which so many 
of the Neroccios and Cicco di Giorgios 
and Matteos were jailed—and,-for that 
matter, still are.’’ 

The book as a whole plays its part 
well in helping. to define a personality 
as interesting ag any discussed in its 
pages. Mr. Berenson has the inesti- 
mable virtue, as an expert of com- 
municating the spirit and mood in 
which he works. He was the first to 
lift a science that could have’ but lit- 
tle charm for the uninitiated out of the 
region of technicalities and into a stimu- 
lating atmosphere. He has made many 
valuable discoveries and has shown 
much wisdom, but his buoyant temper 
is perhaps ‘the element in his contribu- 
tion ‘to the literature of art that will do 


‘| most. to sustain public interest in his 


achievements. 
It is-pleasant to learn from the sevtinn 
that another volume is in -progress 


‘which will give the author:a somewhat 


different opportunity. The following 
paragraph explains it in a character- 
istically entertaining fashion: 

**A generation ago, when a beginner,

To’ 
reconcile him, and: to please the. public, 
I have inserted into evéry volume of 
essays one which anybody can follow 
without keeping his eyes fixed on the 
‘little pebbles.’» Here, it is a discussion 
of the relation between Sienese art and 
the arts of the Far Hast. I was pre- 
vented from completing it in time for 
this volume, and, much:as I regret it in 
one way, in another I am not’altogether 
sorry; I may now find the leisure to 


| treat the subject more fully and more 


generally than I could have: in the few 
pages dedicated to it here.. But'I con- 


| fess its absence leaves the volume a 


more purely professional and technical 
oné than I should have wished.”’

He 
sums up the case for originality in a 
final paragraph: “‘ In developing orig- 
inality which has any qualities. of excel- 
lence and distinction, the two factors we 
have been considering are important: 
first, free contact with the originality of
